*' At the opening of this ieflion of Par- 
liament I informed you, that a congreft 
had been agreed upon by the feveral powcn 
at war ; and I hstve now the fatisfadion tn 
acquaint you, that th e preliminaries for rc- 
ftoring a general peace have been figned be- 
tween my minifter, and tbcfe of the moft 
Chriftian King, and the States General of 
the United Provinces , the bafis of which ^ 
is a general reftitution of conquefts nude 
during the war, cf\ all fides. 

** In confequence of thefe preliminaries^ 
which have been ratified by all the co»- 
traAing parties, a ceflation of hoftilities 
has a£tually taken place in the Low Conn- 
tries, and in the channel ; and certain pe- 
riods are fixed, according to former prac- • 
tice, for its commencement in other partf 
of the world. 

'* In this important tranfa^ion my great 
views have been f^eadily to adhere to the 
true interefts of Europe^ to porfue and 
maintain thofe ^-^f my own kingdoms, in par- 
ticular, and to procure for my allies the beft 
terms and conditions, that the event of a 
war, in fome parts unfuccefsful, did ad- 
mit* 

" I have, in the courfe of this negocia- 
tjon, aded with the moft unreferved con- 
fidence and comnmoication towards my al- 
lies : and I hf'pe, that when they ftiall 
have maturely weighed the fituation of af- 
fairs, the neceffity from thence arifing, and 
the care and attention which have been * 
fliewn for their advantage and fecurityp 
they will not delay to accede to thefe pre- , 
liminary articles, but concur in cftedtuating 
the good work of peace.

Nobody can fuggrft the 
leaft failure on the part of Great- Britain^ 
which, not only for the fake oi its own 
particular intereft, but of the common 
caufe, has taken on itfelf a (hare of the 
burthen, unexampled in former times. I 
hope foon to fee this necefiary work brought 
to pcrfcflion, with the concurrence of all 
my allies ; with whom it is my firm inten- 
tion to cultivate the moft pcrfe£t harmony, 
and to cement and ftrengthen, if poflibk.

Dec, 2. Was obferved at court, in the 
city, and elfewhere, as his Majefty's birth- 
day, he being abroad on the real day, vixst 
Oeicber 30. 

The addrefs of the univeifity of Cam" 
bridge was prefentcd, congratulating his 
Majefty on his fafe return, and on the 
peace. 

An order was given for feveral engineers 
and mafter- builders, 10 repair to North'- 
Briraitt, and there to folluw fucii other in- 
ftrudtions relating to the fortifying that 
coaft, as they ftiould from time to time re- 
ceive from the board o^ works. The num- 
ber of forts to be erc£ted on the coaft of 
Scot/andy were thirtecn> to mount from 
thirty to twelve guns, of eighteen and fix 
pounders. 

The court of France being tired with ap- 
plying in a friendly manner to prf vail with 
the young Pretender to leave that kingdom, 
determined at laft upon ufing violence, 

which 
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vhich wtt aocordingljr put in execution on 
the loth inibnt. At he alighted from hit 
co«ch to enter the Opexa-houfe in the eren- 
ingy he wis furroundtd by t dosen of fer- 
jetnti of the guardt» who were difguifedy 
•nd by that means came on him fo fnd- 
dealy, and prefl«d him fo dofe, that it 
wai tmpoffible for him to make any de^ 
lence, had he been !• inclined. M. d* 
VMudrtialt major of the guardti immedi- 
ntely appeared, and hnring ihewn him the 
king's order, demanded hit fwordy which 
he gave htm without any difficulty. He 
was condu^^ed from thenoe through a pri- 
vate houfc» into the fquare before the 
kitchens belonging to the royal pAlace^ 
where three coaches were retdy, which car- 
ried him and his retinue to the cafUe of 
Pmetimesf where he was detiincd a prifoner 
till the 15th, on which day he fet out, 
with a few of hit domeftics in three poft 
chniiety without any other efcort than the 
marquis Peruxxif an officer in the guards^ 
who was charged to condud him to Pont^ 
Btaitvcijiii9 from whence he went through 
Stwy to Frihmrg in Sv>it$urUmd» 

Dec* 13. The addreft of the archbifliop, 
biihopt and clergy of the province dCmnter' 
htry, in convocation aflembled, was this 
day prefented to his Majefty. 

In the night of the Hthy a large moun- 
tain, covered with vines, in the neighbour- 
Jiood of Fouiwar, about midway between 
BuJa and Piterw^irdein, fell with a prodigi- 
ous noife into the Damube^ in the midft of 
which river it now forma two little hills, 
the paflTage between them being equally 
dangerous and dreadful. 

Dec. 16. This day there wat one of the 
greateft hurricanes of wind that had been 
known for fevcral years, from S. W. by S. 
which lafted for near eight hours, during 
which time it untiled the tops of houfei, 
blew down two, and feveral chimneys, 
Aec. which greatly wounded divers perfons 
who were paffing the ftreets, and a child 
was killed by the fall of bricks from a 
chimney, as it fioo ^ by the fire. Several 
veffels from below bridge were forced from 
their moorings in the river, and did great 
damage among the fmall craft, and two men 
were drowned. Divers (hips were drove on 
ihorc, and great damage done on the coafts 
of Kent and Sujex, 

Dec. 22. At the meeting of the hon. 
committee at Guildhall, appointed for en- 
quiring into the laws relating to hawkers 
and pedlars, they came to a refolution to 
pol^Kuu ail hawken feUing waies within 



the city, or libertiet of the fam<f, thoa^ 
they ihould appear to have licences. 

Dr. GUhtrtf lord bifliop of LancUff^ wat 
tranflated to the fee of Salt/hury, 

This day his Majefty went to the lloufe 
of Peers, and gave the rdyal tfllent to th« 
malt bilh 

The crews of feven men of war, lately 
arrived from the Mediterafies9, waited od 
his Majefty at St. JametU, with a petition 
for their prise -money, and his Majefty 
was pleafed to refer them to the lords of 
the Admiralty. They efcorted His Ma- 
jefty from St. Jama'% to the Houie of 
Peers and back again \ they alfo delivered a 
petition to his royal highne(a the prince of 
H^alesf as he pa&d through the Park id 
his chair, who received it with hie olbal 
affability. 

Dec, 26. Advice came, that upwards of 
twenty of the tranfports> with the Britijb 
troops on board^ were arrived at Harwich i 
feveral others were forced into Tarmomib' 
Road in a very leaky condition^ and all of 
^ them have fuffered much by ftormt and 
contrary winds, a great many of theit 
horfea died on board.

Jan* 10. When the young Pretender 
•mved at Pont-Beauvoifinf he feemed to be 
taken rery dangeroufly ill, and erery body

A young African prince, and a youth of 
a great family, his companion, who had 
ken committed to the care oi an En* 
yMc » on that coaft, to be brought 
ofer to EwrUnd for their improvement, but 
txtacheroufly betrayed by him, and about 
to be ibid for flaves, having been providen- 
tially refcned from their defigned bondage, 
and arriving here, were at the theatre royal 
Csvfltf-Crtfr^fffto fee the tragedy ofOroonohf 
vith which they were fo a^e^ed, that the 
tears flowed plentifully from their eyes ; 
the cafe of Oreonokot being made a flave by 
the treacherv of a captain being fo very fi* 
milar to their own. 

Feb* 3. A proclamation was publiflied, 
^omifiog a reward of xoo/. over and above 
all other rewards, to be paid by the lords of 
the treafory, without any other warrant, 
upon coovi£lion of the offender, to any 
perfon who (hall diCcover and apprehend any 
one that has committed any murder or rob-

Feb* o. Peace was proclaimed by the vn« 
der iheriflfs of the county of MiddUfex^ at* 
tended by the proper officers on horfeback^ 
at Holbom-Bars, Hiekes't-HaU, GtftpelU 
Street^ N^rton-Fairate, Sfital-FUUs'Mar* 
ket, and in fTbitecbafel* 

Feb. 14. At Leadbilh in Scotland, be* 
tweeo eight and nine in the morning, wat 
felt the ihock of an earthquake, accompa- 
nied with a noife like the falling of an old 
houfe, and the modon was fo fenfibly fel^ 
that the people ran out of their houfes, believ- 
ing they were going to fall. The workmen 
at the fiiaft or pithead, in the neighbouring 
mines, thought, from the aoife, that the 
ihafts were run together. Thofe under 
ground heard it as if all the works had 
fallen down, one above another ; and the 
walls of the drifts were fenfibly felt to move 
fo much, that in manv of the works the 
workmen ran out for fear : at a cut-head 
in one of the earl of Hofton^t works, the 
windiafs turned about, and continued run- 
ning till the rope hanked. One of the 
EarPs grieves was ftanding on a little mount 
of earth near one of the engines, and to 
him the noife was fo great, that he did not 
doubt but fomething had broke about the 
engine, and the ihock he could compare to 
nothing fomuch as that received from the 
common experiment to ihew the force of 
electricity. The engines at H^anJockbead, 
which were then ilanding, were viiibly feen 
to move ; for the bobs of the machine, 
and the mount on which they are placed, 
feemed all of them to quiver. It was not 
only felt there, but in moil of the adjacent 
country; at Penpttnt particularly, where 
one of the workmen^s wives was at the time 
it happened, the motion was fo great that 
the ground feemed as if going to fink, and 
the people left their houfes. A man paf- 
fing the bridge on Sear^toater, near that 
place, felt the bridge move under him. It 
tailed about a minute and a half.— Such 
another ihock was felt at that place about 
the time that the earthquake happened at 
Lima, 

Fib. 15. The addrefs of the Lord Mayor 
and the reil of the commiffioners of lieu- 
tenancy for the city of London, was prc- 
fented to his Majeily by the right hon. the 
Lord Mayor, attended by a great number 
of the faid commiffioners ; congratulating 
hit M«je% on the prefcnt peace, and his

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Cife and happy return to hit Britijb domi- 
niont. 

Fib, 1 6. His Majefty went to the Hopfe 
of Peers, and gave the royal aflent to an 
ad for granting an aid to his Majefty, of 
41. in the pound, by a land-tax, for 1749 \ 
an %€t declaring the authority of the com- 
mifliooen appointed by his Majefty, under 
the great feal of Great Britain^ for receiving, 
hearing and determining appeals in caufes 
of priies ; to one road bill, and five pri- 
vate bills. 

Earl of Llneoln and his Ton the lord C/n«- 
fM made comptrollers of all his Majefty *s 
cuftoms in the port of Londcn, during life. 

Samuel SedJon, efq. made folicitor to 
the admiralty and navy offices. 

James Mcrris, efvj. made carpenter, firft 
engineer and builder of all his Majefty*s 
Caftles, forts, &c» 

From Paris wc had an account that ma- 
dame the Daupbinefs had again mifcarried ; 
and that on the I2(h inftant the general 
peace was proclaimed in all the public places 
of that city, with the ufual ceremonies. 
Next day Te Deum was fung in the metro- 
politan church there, and in the evening 
the fine fireworks ere^d at the Grove, 
vr<re played off. The whole city was at 
the fame time illuminated \ and the foun- 
tains were kept running with wines, and 
bread and a variety of provifions diftributed 
to the populace for three days together. 
But what added much to the general joy, 
was an ediC^ puMiihrd the fame day, for 
abolifhing the taxck on copper, hair pow- 
der, waxt talluw, paper, and pafteboard. 
This juy had however fume aliay, for no 
lefs than ten perfons were killed in the 
crowd ; three more were killed by the fall 
of one of the great lamp>po(f s, a woman 
was dcliveied in the crowd and hotli hcrfuli 
and child trod to deatli, and upwards of 
forty were dan^eroufly wounded and cariied 
to the hofpital. 

The much expeAed drama of the bottle- 
conjurer of the New Theatre in the Hay* 
Markety ended in the tragi-comical man- 
ner following. Curiofity had drawn to- 
gether prodigiou;: numbers. Abuut feven 
the theatre being lighted up, but without 
f • mich as a finglt; fiddle to keep the au> 
dience in good humour, many grew impa- 
tient. Immediately followed a chorus of 
catcalls, heightened by loud vociferations, 
and beating with flicks ^ when a fellow 
came frum behind the curtain, and bowing, 
faid, that if the performer did not appear, 
the XDoncy ihould be retvoed. At the 



(ame time a wag cr}ing from the pit, that 
if the ladies and gentlemen would give dou* 
ble prices, the conjurer would gee into a 
pint bottle, prcfentlya young gentleman in 
one of the boxes feized a lighted candle, 
and threw it on the ftage. 1 his ferved as 
the charge for founding to battle. Upoa 
this, the greateft part of the aodience made 
the beft of their way out of the theatre | 
fome lofing a cloak, others a hat, othen a 
wig, and others hat, wig, and fwords alfo. 
One party howerer flaid in the huafc^ is 
order to demolifh the infide, when th« 
mob breaking in, they tore up the bencbcv 
broke to pieces the fcenes, pulled down the 
boxes, in fhort difmantled the theatre en- 
tirely, earring away the particulart above- « 
mentioned into the ftreet, where theymadt 
a bonfire \ the curtain being hoiftcd on a 
pole, by way of a flag. A large party of 
guards were fent for, but came time enon|^ 
only to warm themfelves round the fire* 
No other difafter happened than a young 
nobleman^s chin being hurt, occalioned by 
his fall into the pit, with part of one af 
the boxes which he had forced out with hit 
foot. The conjurer vanifhed away with tha 
bank. Many enemies to a late celebrated 
book, concerning the ceafing of miracka 
were greatly difappmnted by the conjurer^ 
non-appearance in the bottle $ they ima- 
gining, that his jumping into it would 
have been the moft convincing proof poffi- 
ble, that miracles were not yet ceafed. 

Several advertifcments were printed af- 
terwards, fome ferious, others comical, re* 
lating tu this whimficul afiair. 

The evacuations in Italy were all con^ 
pleated about the fame time with the laft 
ofthofe in the Aufir'tan Netherlands \ uA 
Don Pbiiipy now called duke of ParmM, 
having emb;irked at Antibes^ landed at fi- 
nalif and palled through the Genocfe and 
Piedemonteje territories ; on the 5th arrived 
at Placentiay and on the yth, at Parm^ 
And from Cetroa we were advifed, that the 
capitals which their bank had at yiemnaani 
Afilau were not only reftcred, bot that they 
had begun tc pay the intereft from the day 
of the ratification of the definitive treaty et 
peace. 

March 8. About a quarter after nine itf 
the morni ngf her royal highnefs the Pria* 
cefs of Pl'u/f. was fit'ely delivered of a pric* 
cefs at LrLiJier-lcufe j on whicK occafieif 
the Park and Tower guns were fired, aad 
in the evening there were bonfires, illo* 
minations, and other •demonflratloni of 
joy in L9tid;,n and ff'efimmftr* ' 
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Manb lO. A large bodj of fatlon tf- 
dabked at the Pay-office in BrtMd'Strttt, 
where they made a riot, on pretence that 
kant evil minded perlbnthad received their 
faj under faLfe tokens ; aod after demand- 
iof reftitution, were going to force them* 
felfes into the laid office ; whereupon a 
puty of guard! were fent fur from Stt 
JsmM*tg on whofe appearance the rioters 
iamediately difpericd. 

A proclamation was pabliflied, appoinC- 
u| Tmefia^ the 25th of j^rilf to be fo- 
leaniaed at a public thanklgiving for the 
the condnfion of the peace. 

March 21. The Lord Mayor, aldermen, 
and common council of the city of London, 
waited on hii Majefty with the following 
addnfs.

The machine was fiiuated in theCrern- 
Parki 5CC feet from his Majcf y*s library-, 
ind reprefenied a magnificent Dtric tem- 
ple, frum which ez:ended two wings ter- 
minated by pavilions. 

Ihis machine was 174 feet high to the 
top of his JVIa;cfty*s arms, and 410 leet 
long. It was invented and defigned by the 
chevalier ServarMnl^ and all the frami'rg 
was performed by Mr. faints Mtrriz, mafter 
carpenter to the office of Ordinance. 

The ornaments of this machine were all 
in relief, and it was adorned with frets, 
gildings, ludres, artificial flowers, infcrip- 
tion;, fiatues, allegorical i-iAures, &c. 

The infcriptions were as follows : On 
the pedeftal of Peace in the center. Fax re- 
ifivk/a an. mdccxlviii.— Peace reilored 
in the year I748. In the frieze over the 
center arch, Gnrgius II. Rex. which ap- 
peared trAnfparent during the whole per- 
formance of the fire-work.

The pidures in the front of the snachinf 
were eighteen, each painted double i they 
at firft appeared as marble baflb rcllevoif 
and aftec the fiie-work waf played oflFdiey 
were removed by machinery, and difcorercd 
piAores reprefenting the ^me fMbjeA in 
colours, which were rendered tranfparent by 
a great number cf lampions. 

The great picture over the cornice in the 
center of the machine was twenty-eight 
feet by ten. It rtprefented his Majeftj 
giving Peace to Britamnia* The attendaati 
on Peace were Plenty, Rubes, FeRciiy, Trsdi 
and Commerce* The attendants on Briton- 
Kta were Liberty, Agriculture, and the Ah 
and Scienceu 

On the right of this, below the entabla- 
ture, was a pi61urc of fifteen feet by eighty 
reprefenting the return of Neptune ; he wat 
riding on the ocean in a car, drawn by (ea- 
horfes ; his right hind held a trident, and 
his leit fupported a globe } he was conduQ* 
ed by the Genius of Peace, and attended by 
Tritons, Sea-Nymphs» &c. Companion to 
this, on the left cf the central ar<.h, was 
the return of Alan ; he was feated on a 
car drawn by three lions, the arms of f vr- 
land, and was conducted by Fame, with an 
olivtt-branch, who proclaimed the peacCf 
The car was fell wed by the arn:y. 

On each fide of thefe two lafi piduret 
was a feftuon of arms and military Inftru* 
mentc.

The fire, with its innumerabk oonunv* 
nications, were executed by the royal tiaia 
of artillery, and the Signori Gutmm JUf

By one of the pavilions taking fire^ fbflM ' 
of the moft confidersbU of the firo-works 
were prevented from being let oflfy tko* ail 
that was done before was executed to the 
Utmoft perfeAion. Fewer accidents hap- 
pened on this occafion than were appre- 
hended. A young lady was very much 
hurt, and her life endangered, by one of 
the large rockets darting ibait forward into 
the fcafibld next the library where ihe iat. 
A painter fell from the fire-works, and was 
killed on the fpot. A flioemaker, who 
was In liquor, ftooping to drink out of the 
great pond, fell in, and was drowned ; and 
a carpenter, who was employed two days 
after in taking dov/n the great fcaflfbld, that 
was ereAed in St. Jameses park, loft his 
life by a fall. 

The perfons who had entered themfelves 
for Nova Scotia went on board the tranf- 
ports in order to fail for that fettlement.

anof wrought upon a circle, gulet, with a 
glory of rays ifluing from the center, and 
under it the lace of white filk heretofore 
worn by the knights of the Bath, and the 
proxy of the abfent knight, taking upoa 
his right arm the mantle of hit principal, 
met in the Prince*t chamber, (their chap* 
ter-room] about ten o*clock in the fore- 
noon i and the perfont who were to attend 
in thit ceremony, being ranged according 
to their degreet, a folemn procefiSon waa 
made from thence to the weil door of the 
abbey church of fFeJImin^er, through St. 
Biargarit*% church-yard9 in the following 
method :

The prebendaries of the church of 9^- 
mf«/?rrt proceeding two and t^vo, in white 
mantles lined with red, having the like 
badge on their right ihoulders, holding their 
caps in their hands.

The iwelre almf-men there entered two 
and two, and, coming to the middle of the 
choir^ did, all together in a body, make 
their joint and low reverences to the altar, 
andy turning about, then made their ''bei- 
Cucet to the Sovere*gn*s Aall^ and, divid* 
ing themfclvef, f^ojd on each fide in a row, 
down from the rails of the nltar. 

The meffenger of the order, in like 
BSUBcr, and flood below the alms-men. 

The ^ffluires having made a ffiort ftand 
•t die door, while the alms-men and mef- 
icngen placed themfelves, entered three 
and three ; and, being in a body, made the 
like rcTCrcnces together in the middle of 
the choir^ and flood before their refpec- 
tive featt, which were tmdemcath the ftalls 
of their k nights. 

The prebendaries of the church of fFeft' 
9udv two and bro in the fame manner, 
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placing themfelves within the rails of the 
alt:irtoafiifl at divine fervice. 

The pnrfuivants, heralds, and the pro* 
vincial kings uf arms, likewife entered, 
and ftood before the forms^ under prince 
Wmam% llall. 

The two knights in the lowefl i^alls en» 
tered, and pafHn^ up near to their banners^ 
made their dcub'.e reverences together in 
the middle of the choir, and then retired 
under their banners. 

Who being thus placed,- all the other 
knightf and i>roxy, by pairs, or HngU , ac- 
cording to the method obferved in tJ:c pro- 
ceflion, took their Nations under tlieir ban- 
ners, with the like ceremonies. 

Then the Reg.iAer, in breaft, with the 
Secretary and Gcntleman-Q(her, in the fame 
method, who ftuo-i before their bench, ac 
the foot of the Sovereign's Hall. 

Garter, the Genealogifl, and Bath king 
of artfts, did the famc^ and ftood before 
their bench. 

The Dean in like manner flood before 
his chair. 

Tlw Great Maftcr entered fingle with 
the like cbcifances, and retired under his 
banner. 

Bath king of arms then made his re- 
verences in the middle of the choir, and 
turnint; liimfrlf to the Great Maftt^r, who 
making his double reverences in the cl)oiT, 
took his ftall, and there repeated his obei- 
fsnccs, and fat down covered with his 
white hat. 

Then Bath bowing to the knights fcve- 
rally, the feniors iv\'^^ they afccnded their 
ftalls in like manner, faving the ?wo ju- 
niors, who remained under their b?.nncrs 
to oft'er the atchievcments of the deceafcd 
knights. 

Which being performed, Bath bowed to 
the two knights who offered the banners, 
and they afcended their (Ulls. 

The Great Mafter entered the ftall of Sir 
Ftttr Warren^ and delivered to him the 
book of ftatutcs, attefted under the feal 
of the order, and the Dean adminiftered 
unto him the olth, Bath holding th* book 
of the Gofpels. Then Bath delivered the 
collar of the order to the Great Mafter,

Sir CbarUi Howard^ Sir Charles ArmaHd 
fom/etf Sir J, Mordaunt^ and Sir John Sa^ 
nnlUt were inftalled with the fame ceremo- 
nies a8 the eldeft knight. Which being 
i^oney the efquiret having made their re- 
verences in a body, retired to their feats ; 
after them the officers of arms, and the 
i>fficer9 of the order, placed themfelves on 
their formt with the like ceremonies. 
The provincial kings of armi« and the 
heralds, fat on benches in this prefent 
ceremony^ pUced at the foot of prince 
H^tlliam't ftail, the purfuivants ftanding be- 
fore them. 

Bath and the Gentleman-ufher forthwith 
arofe> made their reverences in the middle 
cf the choir, and being followed by the 
Dean, in like manner, proceeded towards 
the ftall of the Great Mafter, who mak- 
ing his obeifitnces in the middle of the 
choir, proceeded to inftall the knights. 

Which being finiihed, and the Great 
Mafter returned to hit own ftali, the Dean 
waa conduced to the altar, and Bath and 
theGentleman-ttiher being returned to their 
benches, which ceremonies were pefsrmed 
with the due obeifances, divine fervice then 
began t during which time, the knights 
placed their hati upon the cuihions laid 
before them. 

Upon thq firft fentence of the offertory. 
Let your Rgbt/bintf fiff. Bath ftepped from 
his bench, made his double reverences in 
in the middle of the choir, and coming 
before the ftall of the junior knight, 
bowed to him, and immediately turned 
himfelf to the oppofite fide, bowing to the 
knight in that ftall, who arofe^ and mak- 
ing their double obeifances both at one 
time in their ftalls, delcended into the 
Qiiddle of the choir, where they repeated 
the fame, and retired under their banners. 
Bath then in like manner fummoned the 
knights in the nest ftall, and fo through- 
out the whole courfe of ftall fummoning 
them, and then the Great Mafter, who 
all of them, with the like ceremonies, 
placed themfelves under their banners. 

Bath king of arms then ut>fe, and being 
joined by Clarencieux king of aims, re- 
paired to. the Great Mafter» who, carrying 
kit white hat in his hand, offend, re- 
turned, an J fat down in his ftall. 

And alccrwardk all the knighis, and 



proxy In like manner, wherein this rale 
was obferved, that the knights and proxy 
in the oppofite ftalls, offered by pairs f^e- 
therj and the heralds, according to their 
feniorities, took and repeated their turns 
in going with Bath king at arms before the 
knights and proxy. 

Divine fervice being ended, the knights 
companions put on their white hats r Bath 
king of arms fummoned all the knights 
and proxy- to come down from the feveral 
ftalls in the former method, who all Hood 
under their banners. 

Which being done, Sir Peter Jfarrem and 
Sir Edward Hmwke^s proxy were conduced 
to the rails of the altar with the like ce- 
remonies as in the former offering, where 
they unflieathed their fwords, aiid offered 
them naked to the Dean ; and kaviag re- 
deemed them, the Dean returned them with 
the following admonition : " I exhort and 
admonifli you to ufe your fword to (he 
glory of God, the defence of the Go^, 
the maintenance of your Sovereign's right 
and honour, and of all equity and juftice, 
to the utmoft of your power.** 

The other new inftalled kaights offered 
their fwords in like manner* 

Then the alms-men begun the proccf- 
fion, which returned back in the fame 
nunner they went, except that the new 
knights were in the full habit of the ordet. 
At the outfide ^of the weft door the So- 
vereign's mafter.cook, having on a linen 
apron, faid feverally to each new inftalled 
knight, 'c Sir, you know what great oatji 
yon have taken, .^hich if yoii keep, it 
will be great honour to you ; but if yoo 
break it, I /hall be compelled by my tf* 
ftce, to hack off* your fpars from yosr 
heels.**

July I. Two failon thinking them- 
Ddtes ill ufed at a honfey the fign of the 
dovn, near the Hew Cbureb in the Strmtd^ 
vest oaty denouncing vengeance, and in a 
itilc time retnmed with a great nvmber of 
armed failors, who entirely demoiiflied all 
die goods, cut alt the feather-beds to piecet, 
and ftrewed the feathers in the ftreet ; de- 
Boliihed all the wearing apparel, and turned 
the women they fcund in the houfe naked 
into the ftreet { they then broke all the 
windows, antf confiderably damaged another 
houfe adjoiniog. A guard of foldiers was 
fent for from the Tilt-yard; but they came 
too late to prevent the deftruftion of every 
thing in the houfe* The next night the 
rioters relumed, and treated two more 
hoofes in the Strtnd much in the fame 
manner ; and the day following made the 
lame attempt on a houfe in the OU'Ssiint 
bat it did not come up to that height as in 
the StrsMo, moft of the goods being re- 
OKsved before the attack began. A guard 
of officers and fixty foldiers were ordered to 
do duty nKMT Templi' Bar, and at night a 
party of them ^d duty in the Old-Bai/e^t to 
prevent any more riotous proceedings. 
Nine peribns concerned in thefe riots were 
CDsiBiicted to Newgate by juftice FttUing. 

Jmhf f» Being the day appointed for the 
inrediation of his grace the duke of NtW' 
u^9 chancellor eled of the univerfity of 
CswAnJgfa the fenate afl*embled at ten in 
the raoming, and fenta deputation of their 
body (oolilifting of fix doAors of the feveral

to the vice chancellor*s fpeech^ hit gract 
made an anfwer in Engti/bm 

After which an ode, compoied on the 
occafion by Mr. Siafimy fellow of FewAnkt^ 
Hall, -and fet to mufic by Mr. Btyee, com* 
pofer to his Majefty, was pciibrmed i which 
being done, his grace the chancellor, vice- 
chancellor, and members of the ienate, 
with the nobility, bifiiops, 4fc. walked Itk 
proceffion to Trimty^Ctllegt, where an en- 
tertainment was provided for them. Th« 
whole was condoled with the grcatteft order 
and regularity. 

On Sunday his grace went to St. Mlarf^% 
church in the morning and aftemooiH with 
the ufuaf formalities; the formon in the 
morning was preached by the reverend Dr«

gius profcflbr of divinity; and that in the 
afternoon by the reverend Dr. 5fwV# of Su 
Jobtt^t Cellege, archdeacon of ilatbt and 
chaplain to his grace.

The confpiratoti 
had laid their plot to maflacre the grand 
mafter,«nd thr knights, upon the fcftival 
of St. Peter and St. Paulf on which day 
the inhabiunts of Malta refort in great 
numbers to pay their devotions at VeUtta, t 
place upon the iiland, celebrated on account 
of St. Ptfi(/*s being (hipwrecked there, u 
he was going to Rame\ i» that the city 
feems yearly on that day as if it were de« 
fertcd* The confpirators had, it feems, % 
correfpondence with the Ott^mam port, and 
ezpeded that feveral ^urkijb anned veffeli 
and a fquadron of Barbary corfairs, would 
on that day be hovering upon the coafts of 
that ifland to affift them in their defign ; 
but the whole wis difcpvered by a Gtecmt 
m^rcb^nt, who gave private intelligence of 
it to the ^rand mafler, and by that neani 
ail the coi}fpirators were feixed at once. 

The city 01 Briftel, and the places adja« 
cent, were alarmed with great multitodet 
of country people, who rofe and appeerHl 
for feveral days in a formidable maaner^ 
deflroying almoft all the turnpikes, with ' 
their houfe?, thereabouts, and committing 
many other outrages, to the great terror w- 
the inhabitants and perfona pafling that 
way. Several of them were taken np. 
and imprifoned in the Newgate at Brijhl*

that on the 10th another of his Miyeffy't 
edJQi was regiftered in Parliament, bf 
which all mooafteries of nans were fbfw 
bidden to take in any novicea before tha 
age of twenty-four years and one day ; and 
that no child brought up in a nunnery fhall 
be fuffered to take the veil, till (he luid 
lived {tvtn years in the world, after whidi 
flie might return to the convent, if ihelikei 
it better: and that on the aSth inftanr, 
N* Sm his Majeffy had advice by one of liia 
frigates arrived from Cape^BreroH, that on 
the a3d ofjmnt laft, N, S. the Engiif^ had 
evacuated that ifland, and every place 
thereunto belonging, and that hit troopt 
had thereupon been patinpofleffiontfaaieofi 
in confequenee of which hia Majefty had 
ordered the marquis d» Pmfimx to acquaint 
the earl of JUhmarUi that the lords ^j^^ 
and Catbcare, our hoftages at Parhy ware 
now at liberty to go where they pleafcd. 

Augufi 10. The right honourable the 
earl ot Ssndvncb, lord AnUn^ lord Bar" 
rington, lords of the Admiralty, and the 
honourable Savage Mafftoti, elq. comptroller 
of the navy, with their attendants, went 
up the harbour in barges, at Gofj^ort, and 
viewed the guard flups; thofe that had 
guns faluted them at their coming on bo|^d, 
and Hkewlfe at their going away; after 
they had done, they went on ihore, and 
dined at the Fountain tavern in Porjfmvntb* 
On H^tinefday they all vrent to the dock- 
yard, and furveyed the (lores of all kiddt* 
On Tburfday they went again to the dock- 1 
yard, when a general mufter was made of 
all the artificers before their lordihips* On 
Friday the officers and companies of all the 
guard-ihips, and ihips in ordinary^ %rere 
mullerrd before their lordfhips on board 
their rdfpe€^ive ihips. On Saturday their 
lord (hips were again on board fome of the 
(hips in the harbour; af^ which they 
went to furvey the royal hofpital for ira- 
men, building near this towo^ with which 
t^ir loidihips wctf kighlj pWafed* ea*

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f reffing their fattsfa^ion at the appearance 
the building made, and the regularity with 
^hich the work is carried on : in (hort, 
they have been indefatigable in their en- 
4etTOur8 to 6nd the true ftate of the naval 
mffaifi in thefe parts. Their lordftitps re<^ 
ceived a great number of petitions on 
varioui occalioni, to all which that were 
deierving they gave favourable anfwers. 
Cto • Sunday morning early they fet out 
firom this town, in order to proceed to 
fhfwuutb on their furvey. 

Jhtgufi 12. This night, about ten o'clock, 
t fire oroke out in a building next the dye- 
houfe of Mr. Sfenctf near Batt/e- Bridge, 
SoMtktvark, which confumed the fame, 
with the hrew-houfe of MefT. Cox and 
CbUbley, four wharfs, Mr. H^aJte^^s cooper- 
age, and about eighty houfes, with almoft 
all the goods and furniture contained ih 
them ; befidesmany houfes greatly dam;<ged. 
There being t loft full of (Vraw adjoining 
fo the place where it began, the flames 
infttntly communicated themfelves to Ceve* 
nl wooden houfes, which burnt with fuch 
violence, as made all help for fome time 
xnefTeAual, the tide being then at ebb, ren- 
dered it the moft dreadful fight that can be 
imagined » to people on the water and the 
oppofite fliore « however, at length, feveral 
engines being brought, it was happily pop- 
ped, juftaa it was fpreading irfelftofome 
warehoufes ■ filled with goods to a great 
value. Sbme coaftert ^at lay a-long-(ide 
fide the wharfs had their rigging burnt. In 
this calamity three men and one woman 
loft their lives, and one man had his leg 
Woke; and a man was killed by the fall of 
a ftack of chimnies. Upwards of 2000 
^aarters of malt, befides a large quantity of 
hops, and 800 butts of beer, were loft by 
this accident, tlie damage of which was 
/aid to be about 50,000/. 

jiuguft 16. An exprefs arrived from go- 
vernor C^rmvaUis, governor of Hcva Scotia, 
by the way of Bofton, doted from Ctebuflo 
llarbour, Jums 23, mentioning, that he 
arrived at that place the day before : and 
by another letter of the 2Sth, from the 
lame place, five of the tranfports, with the. 
fettlers on board, were fafe arrived in that 
harbour, and the reft of them were hourly 
expe^ed. 

Augttjfi^m This evening a gallery in 
Mr. PbiUipi\ booth in Barthotamew fair 
fell down, with a great number ot people in 
ft, by which accident Mr. Stringfellow, a 
goldimith In. Alderfgatffireet, and Tbomas 
Midgu, a joorneymafl plaifterer in Go/den* 



lane, were killed ; feveral others were dan* 
geroufly wounded, two of whom, who. had 
their limbs broke, were carried to St. 
Bartboiomew*s hofpital. 

A^gufi 25. The companies of feveral 
ihips waited on his Majefty with a petition, 
praying the payment of the prize money, 
due for prizes taken in the Mediterraneaa ; 
when they received for anfwer, that it waa 
put in a method of payment, and that (hey 
would receive all imaginable fatisfaAion in 
a frw days. 

Auguft 27. This morning, about half 
an hour after three, a fire broke out at 
Mr. Harwo^s, in Grocers' A/ley, in the 
Poultry, which burnt that houfe, and Mj»- 
Medliy^s adjoining, and three other houfes, 
and very much damaged the Poaltry-Conip- 
ter, a loft adjoining to Grocer*s-Hali, and 
feveral other houfes. There were above 
fifty perfons in the Compter for debt, ^c. 
who were all fet at liberty for fear of l)eing 
burnt \ above forty of them afterwards re- 
turned. The felons, nine in number, 
efcaped at the fame time, and only one was 
retaken.

The eruption of the mountun of St* 
yobn, in Cumberland, was matter of great 
ipeculation to all the virtuofi. In happened 
in the night between the22d and 23d in« 
ftant, in the midft of the moft terrible 
lightning and thunder that ever was feea 
Or heard by the oldeft man living ; a large 
rock near the top of the mountain was en- 
tirely rent afunder $ out of which came fe 
great a deluge of water, and that with fuch 
violence and rapidity, as carried all before 
it, folid ftones of incredible weight, houfes, 
barns, roilU, &c* and even erazed their 
very foundations, fo that you could not tall 
where they ftood ; the mill-fbonet were 
carried fome hundred yards firom the mill, 
and tcfied upon the rubbifli and fand, the 
quantity of which was fo great, that it laid 
wafte a large tra^ of arable and meadow 
land, for the future fpoiled, being ai deep 
in fome places as the tops of trees. 

It farpalfes ail credit to give every par. 

ticttlar 
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dcolar circutnftance of tbis fuprizing ca* 
Ura^, which continued to difcharge a Urge 
quantity of water of fuch a ftrange nature 
as to tinibire all the river Dersuenty quite 
down to the fca^ which was near twenty 
miles. 

We received from all quarters difmal 
news of the locofts, all Germaty being 
etcrfpread with them. Bsvaria had a 
great ihare of the defolation $ at Akbacb 
a great (warm paiTed in thsee columns^ each 
of which was 300 paces in breadth, and in 
the whole took up three hours in their paf- 
iage. This army was preceded by a kind 
of van-guard or icoutSt and took its flight 
by BlmmaitUl, darkening the air to fuch a 
degree that you could not Ut the iky. 
Another large fwarm had been feen at /«-

An eminent fafior in the woollen ma- 
nufadlure, near the Royal Exchange, waa 
taken into cuftody by one of his Majefly*a 
meflengers, for being a principal in the 
clande(lioe fending of artificers and utenfib 
for the woollen manufacture to Sfaht, con* 
trary to ad of Parliament in that cafe made 
and provided in the third year of queen

bi/hap of Novcgrod walking in the middle j 
they were preceded by four priefts, carrying 
the banners, and followed by the reA of 
the clergy, fome carrying relicks, and 
others the images of faints. When. the 
pioceiiion was come to the place, they be- 
gan the ceremony by fmging a mafs, after 
which the Archbiihop conlecrated the wa- 
ter, by touching it with a Urge gold crofs, 
which he held in his hand, and fairing 
fame prayers. Which being ended, they 
brought the bannen, and relics, the images 
of a great number of faints, t 'C colours of 
regiments, many children and difeafed per- 
fonSy to whom the Archbiihop gave the 
benedi^on, fprinkling them with the 
blofled water) and the ceremony ended 
with a tripple difcharge of all the mufque- 
fry, andof the cannon of the ciudel.

Between nine and ten at night, WM feCA 
at Sali/tfury, an extraordinary phenomenon^ 
being a very luminous coUeAion of vapoorSj 
that I'ormed an irregular arch, like rock 
work, and extended crofs the horiaon» 
waving like flames ifTuing from fire.

An earthquake at PHfippeili, one of the 
beft cities in Rpmsnia, almoft fwallowed up 
the place and deftroyed 4000 perfoDS ; and 
snoft of the towns and Tillages in the 
neighbourhood were demoUOied by the vio- 
lent and repeated ihocks, or laid under 
water by the orerflowiog of the river Ma» 

At night on the 5th a fire broke out in 
the ele£loral paUce at Munich, which, in 
1 fiew hours, confumed the greateft part of 
that fuperb edifice (efteeroed by archite^s 
the moft regular and beautiful piece in 
Europe) together with its rich furniture, 
fine paintings, and other Valuable eft'e£ls; 
many perfons belonging to the court perifiied 
io the fiames, amongft them the countefs 
d* IVolfitkeU, maid of honour to the elec- 
treis, who, with her confort, yery nar- 
rowly efcaped.

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ft«e o'clock) was a contiQual, though con« 
fufed lightninga till within • minute or 
two of the ihock being fslt. A lady in 
PiccsMIfy^ a carious collector of old china, 
who had piled it on ftands^ had it flung 
dofra and broke ; and a great china fliop in 
St. yamei't-ftrtet had the like accident : 
bella in feverai fteeples were ftrack by the 
chime hammera i and great ih>nes fell from 
the new towers of Wefhnin^r-iibbcy. A 
maid ferrant in C barter btufe-fguarg was 
thrown out of bed by the (hock, and broke 
her arm. The dogs were fenfible of it ; 
aod feme of them howled in an uncommon 
manaer, and fiih jumped half a yard above 
water.

^Booa was a violent ftorm of thunder, 
lightning, rain and hall, by which the

i|00o/. damage done to the gardeners in and 
pau Swtbwk : numbers of fllh of all 
kinds were feen floating the next day ir. the 
livefy and taken out dead \ feveral hail- 
ioaes meafured above three inches about, 
Nt were oi ^ flat form, fo as to be more 
fioperlv called ice cakes. 

Their royal highnefles the prince and 
priacefs of ffales, and lady AuguJIa, eldeft 
daughter of their Royal Highneiies, arrived 
at Batby attended by the lords BatburJI, 
Mydltfix, Bute, and Jnebi^uin, and four 
« five gentlemen and ladies. 

The mayor, aldrrmen, and common

the other proxies were Sir Clement Cott&elly 
Sir Edward Fatvke/ier, Sir Molton Lambart, 
and Sir Cbsrles Bf^Uton, The proxies dined 
without the habiliments of the ordet ; the 
dinner coofifled of above 100 diihes with a 



grand deflert, and the knights gave a grand 
ball in the apartments in the cai^le,at their 
own expencej the old knights prefent, were 
the dukes of Bicbnt^iut, MarWorougb, and 
Portland, 

The commiflioners appointed toinflall 
the knights eleA, being robed in their 
compleat habit of the order, met in th^ 
great chamber of the dean of fFindfar\ 
lodgings, where the officers of the order at« 
tended in their habits, and the knights elc^ 
came thither in their under habits, with 
their caps and feathers in their hands. 

Such knights as' were not named in the 
commiflion, were firft conduced in their 
full habits to the chapel, preceded by the 
poor knights and prebends in their habits, 
and the officers of arms in their coats, who 
entered the choir with the ufual reverences | 
and when fuch knighu had taken theif 
refped^ive flails, the poor knights and pre- 
bends returned and attended in the cloiftcr, 
and the officers of arms in the dean*s halL 

Then the proceffion began in the fol- 
lowing order. Poor knights two and two j 
prebends two and two \ officers of arms 
two and two \ the ele^ knights two and 
two, having their caps and feathers in their / 
hands, the junior going firfl. The officers 
of the order yi their crimfon fattln man- 
tles, the Regifter having on his right hand 
Garter king of arms, carrying the fovereign'a 
commiffion, and Black rod on the left. 
The knights commiflioners two and two, 
covered with their black caps and featherf, 
the juniors firft ; and thus proceeded into 
the north ifle of thechapcl, the poor knights 
made a ftand at a diflance beyond the chap- 
ter-hoiife door; the prebends did the fame 
nearer to the chapcer.houfe door; the of- 
ficers of arms next to the chapter-houfe 
door. 

The knight eleft rehired to a chair placed 
for that purpofe behind the alur. The 
three officers bf the order entered the chap- 
ter-houfe ; after them the commiffioners, 
who fat themfelves at the fide of the table, 
according to their feniority and form of the 
flails in the chapel. 

Garter, with reverence, prefented the 
commiffion to the fenior commiffionor, 
who gave it to the Regifler to read j which 
being done, he prefented the fame to the 
lords commiffioners, who redelivered the 
fame to the Regifter to be entered. 

Then Garter was fcnt to conduft the 
fenior knight by cleaion, from his chair 
to the chapter-houfe door, \.here he was 
received by the commiffioaen ; Garter then 

proceeded 
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Ft<oceeded before them to that part of the 
tebUy where the enfigot of the knight 
•led were pUced. Gtrter was then feot to 
Bring in all the other koighti t\t€t or 
proxieiy according to their reniorities, who 
were all fiogly introduced and received in 
the fame manner. 

Garter then prefented the lords commif- 
fioneri the furcoat of the fenior knight 
ded^ who ii^Tefted him therewith ; the 
Regifter reading this admonition : <' Take 
this robe of crimfon to the increafe of 
your honour^ and in token or fign of the 
moft noble order you have receivedy where- 
with you being defended, may be bold^ not 
only ftrong to fight, but alfe to offer your* 
felf to ihed your blood for Chrifi't faith, the 
liberties of the church, and the juft and 
neeefl'ary defence of them that are opprefled 
and needy.** 

Then Garter prefented the crimfon velvet 
girdle to the lords commiflioners, who 
buckled it on over the furcoat, then the 
banger and fword, which they alfo girded 
on. The fame was repeated to all the 
Enights defied an their order $ but the 
proxies were not invefted. The knights 
clefi continued in the chapter-houfe while 
the procelfion was made to the choir, and 
the natchment of the deceafed knights of- 
fered, as follows. 

The poor knights entered firft, and made 
their reverences all together in the middle 
of the choir, firft to the altar, then to the 
fovereign*8 (Vail, and proceeded up as near 
as they could to the rails of the altar, plac- 
ing tbemfelves below each other on each 
fide. The prebends followed making th^ 
like reverences, and ftanding a!l below the 
poor knights, excepting two who went to 
the altar. The officers of arms next en- 
tered, with the fame reverences, and ftand 
below the prebends on both fides. The 
officers of ^he order came next in the fame 
manner, and ftQod before their own feat or 
form. The cbmmtffioners entered together 
make their reverences^ and ftood under 
their banners, before their refpefiive ftalls. 

Garter went into the middle of the choir, 
where he made his reverences, and then 
repaired to the place where he before had 
ordered the hatchments to be laid on a ftool, 
and took up the banner, which he held al- 
moft rolled up. The provincial kings then 
met, made their reverences^ and pafled 
down into the middle of the choir, re- 
pairing to the lords commiffioners» with 
whom they join, and receiving the banner 
fram Gtrter, aide their revereacei towards 



I the altar, and then to the foirereign'a ilall I 
and being preceded by the two kings of 
arms, carry the fame, the point forward a 
little declining, to the firft ftep of the altar, 
where they made the like reverences, and 
fi'om thence went to the rails, where tbe^ 
made their reverences only to the altar, then 
Knftling delivered it io the two prebends, 
who placed it upright at the footh end of 
thyltar J the lords commiffioaert having 
maoe the fame reverences aa they did in 
their coming up, returned to their former 
places under their banners, being waited 
on by the faid kings of arms, who returned 
to their former ftation. Then the tw^ 
eldeft heralds in like manner met, made 
their reverences, and repaired unto the lorda 
commiffioners, to whom Garter delivere4 
the fwurd, the pommel or hilt upwards 
which was in like manner carried up and 
offered, and the commiffioners then re- 
turned as before. The two next heralds 
then met in the like manner, and repaired 
to the lords commiffioners, to whom Gar« 
ter delivered the helm and creft, which 
were offered in the fame manner. 

The knights then ftanding under their 
refpefiive banners, returned to the chapter* 
houfe. The poor knights forthwith joined 
made their reverences, and went out of the 
choir two and two ; the prebends the fame } 
then the officers of arms, the officers of the 
order ; the c6mmiffianers together, with 
the like reverences. Then the proceffiott 
pafled through the ifle toward the chapter- 
houfe, where the poor knights made aftand, 
and divided themfelves on both fides at a 
diftance from the door ; the prebends in 
like manner next them ; the officers of 
arms neareft the door. The officers of the 
order entered the chapter-houfe before the 
lords commiffioners. 

Then the poor knights, prebends, and 
officers of arms, having ranged chemfdires, 
the proceffion was made again into the 
choir. The poor knights pafled on into 
the chapel, made their reverences, and 
placed tbemfdves on both fides, as before, 
near the altar. The prebends then entered 
with the fame reverences, and went to tbdr 
refpedHve feats. The officers of arms ftood 
next bdow the poor knights. The officcrt 
of the order followed. Gaiter in the middk| 
carrying on a cufhion, the mantle, hoo^ 
great collar* George, and book of ftataCee, 
having the Regtfter on his right hand car- 
rying the New Tejisment^ and the oatlk 
fairly wrote on parchment^ and Black 
rod OS his left : they entered with the like 

revereacft 
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revemcety iftd proceeded towards the (cat 
below the fbU 01' the elefted koight, where 
Garter placed the cufliion with the eniigns 
00 the dcik \ aad the officers of the order 
teod below in the choir. The commif- 
fiooerSy luring between them the knight 
cle£>» carrying his Up in his hand^ en- 
tendy . making the like reverences toge- 
ther j tbefe went into the feat below, the 
leaiorcosuiiiffioner entering firft. Then one 
of the officers of the order holding the Nno 
^^^mmi open, the knight eled placed 
his right hand thereon \ and the RegUler 
Iwftng read the oath to him> he kiffed the 
hook. A^bnt this time two prebends^ were 
condofted to the altar by the ferger, to of- 
ficiate. The commiffioners anid knight 
tkft cfline oat of the onder feat, and die 
fnior knight entered the appointed ftall of 
the knight ele Ay who followed him, and the 
other conmiffioners entered alfo. Then 
the Regifter and Oarter entered into the on- 
der fieaty the Black rod continuing in his 
tbnner place, where Garter prefented to 
the Conmiffioners the mantle, who invefted 
^ kaqght therewith, the RegUler, during 
Ihf tim^ reading this admonition s <* Re- 
ceite tmt robe, 6fr.** Oarter then pre- 
fentoi the hood to the commiffioners, who 
Mt it oter the knight's right fhoulder, 
lria|iaf the tickets athwart his breaft, and 
taduaf them onder the belt. Then Gar^ 
tsr prefented to them the great collar and 
Ge^g«^ which they fattened over the man- 
tk and hood, upon the knight*i fhoulder, 
whiUI the Regifter read the admonition : 
<« Wear this collar about thy neck, adorn- 
ed with the image of the bleifed' martyr and 
ibldier of Chrtfi^ St. Gtorgt, by whoie imi- 
tttion provoked, thou mayeft fo overpaft 
both profpcrous and adverfe encounters, 
tb^t having llootly vanquilhed thy enemies 
both of body and foul, thon mayeft not on- 
I7 receive the praife of this tranfient com- 
htt, bnt be crowned with the palm of eter- 
Bil viaory." 

Garter then prefented the Astute book, 
which the commiffioners delivered to the 
luiigh^ and the commiffioners then placed 
the cap and featheri on his head, and fat 
him in his ftall, whereon the officers of the 
order retired with the ufual reverences, and 
tood before their feats. The knigbt being 
thus Inftalled, rofe up, made his reve- 
rences, firft towards the altar, then to the 
Sovereign's ftall; the commiffioners then 
embraced him, congratulating him and de- 
fcend. The commiffioners being come 
down in th« middle of tht choir, madc^ 



their Reverences t the officers of the order 
then made their reverences, and fat in their 
feats : the officers of arms in a body didi 
the like, and came down towards the So- 
vereign's ftall, placing themfelves on both 
fides: laftly, the poor luights did the 
fame, and retired towards their feats. 

[When there are any other knights eleA, 
they are feverally inftalled in the iame 
manner : but til cafe the fame be done by 
fToxf, he enters bare-headed, between tht 
commiffioners, and is conduced to the feat 
under the ftall of his principal, where the 
Regifter gives him the oath, and then he ia 
in the former method led into the ftall^ 
where the commiffioners put the mantle 
over his left fhoulder or arm, in fuch man* 
ner u the crofs embroidei«d within the 
garter may be feen j and then the commif- 
fioners feat him in the ftall, who forth- 
with rifes op, makes his reverences to the 
ahar, and to the Sovereign's ftall, and thea 
the commiffioners embrace him, and con- 
gratulate him in the name of his principal.] 

The inftallation being over, the knights, 
during divine fervice, with great ceremony, 
came to the rails, made only reverence to- 
wards the altar, and kneeling down, of- 
fered gold and filver into the ^on held by 
two of the prebends. 

When prayers were ended, tl^ere wu a 
grand proceffion to the Caftle, yrhere all 
the knights dined. 

The oath mentioned in this account is as 
follows : ** You being chofen to be one of 
the honourable company of this moft noble 
Order of the Garter, Ihall promife and fwear 
by the holy Evangelifts, by you here touch- 
ed, that wittingly and willingly you fhall 
not break any ftatute of the faid order, or 
any articles in them contained, the fame 
being agreeable, and not repugnant to the 
law of Almighty God, and the laws of this 
realm, as far forth as to you belongeth and 
appertaineth. So help you God and his 
holy word.** 

yuly 1 3. The ezceffive heat of this and 
fome preceding days fo aft'eded the fifh in 
the TbameSi that they gathered in fhoalt to 
the bank fide, and buried themfelves in the 
oofe and mud, and were eafily taken in 
great quantities ; loads of fifh perifhed in 
the fens of CamhrtdFeJhiret and one pcrfon 
loft 300/. by the death of jacks and pike. 

Their royal highaeffes the prince and

July 1 6. Arrived in town a perfon of 
note, in cttftody of a melTenger from Scot* 
lanJ, for feditiout pnAicet, particuiarlj 
for encouraging the ufe of the highland 
drefs. 

Wai a terrible ftorm of thunder and light- 
ning, by which the lead of federal houfea in 
Mi/fuffgatt'ftreet wai melted, and a turret 
on the top of a houfe (hivered. In Csm- 
kridgtjbire and HumingJonJbirf, it lafted 
with a heavy rain from nine in the morn- 
ing till ten at night ; a ball of fire fell on 
St* Ives' fteeple, and fplit it about the mid- 
dle, burnt a houfe, and damaged others. At 
Harlefltn field, near Nortbampton, nine 
iheep were killed ^ fix milei from Coventry* 
a barn was burnt, and thirtf (heep and 
three calves killed, and a fliepherd wat 
ftmck dead in Marton field, not far from 
them. At Worcefter the ftorm began be- 
tween ten and eleven the night before, and 
continued till near five the next morning, 
and was very terrifying.

Aug. 2. At a court of huftingt, Samud

up CO ferf e as iherilF, in the room of ^Mp 
Hawkim, efq. difqualified, when Samnd 
Scott, efq. wat declared to have the ma* 
jority, and duly elefted. 

Aug, 5. There fell, fome miles abort 
Altyr, in the county of Murray, Scotlandt 
fuch a quantity of rain, that a fmall river 
running by that place, rofe twenty-two 
feet perpendicular above the common level 
of the water, and did incredible damage to / 
the fine fields lying along its banks, by to- 
tally carrying off fome, and covering others 
with immenfe quantities of fand and gravel j 
it fwept awav with it feveral hooies and 
millt, and the corn of whole poflefiiont* 
At the waters in that neighbourhood toie in 
no proportion to the bourn of Altyr, it is 
imagined, that what it called a water fpouC 
fell near the foorce of .thit finall river j as 
it did in Lorrain on the precife day that 
thit happened at Aityr, 

Aug, 10. The river Don rofe to foch a 
height, that, in the middle of the night» 
it carried off half of a large houfe, furni- 
ture and all. The gentlewoman of the 
houfe wat providentially abroad, and her 
youngeft fon narrowly efcaped with his lii^ 
the water having furrounded his be<l. 

Aug, II. The King was pleafed to or* 
der a conge d*eRre to the dean and chapter 
of the cathedral church of Durham, for 
electing a bifhop of that See, the fame 
being now void by the death of Dr. Edtpori 
Chandler, late bimop thereof ; and aUb to 
order a letter, recommending to the fai3 
dean and chapter, the right rev. father in 
God, Dr. Jofefh Butler, now bi&OD of 
Brifiol, to be by them chofea bifhop or tht 
(aid fee of Durham, 

A prodigious quantity of locofh appear^ 
ed in the neighbourhood of NnMgndtehf 
in Pofiania, which withm four days ds- 
voured all the fruits of the^artb, and evc» 
the leaves of the trees, and having nothing; 
more to fubfift on, went off in two flights^ 
one toward ffoynitttf and the other towaidr 
TnowadifinK^.

nutes and twenty-feven feconds. The pole 
was fmall hot Lipped with fine wire } the 
pearch had a plate underneath, two cords 
went on each fide, from the back carriage 
to the fore carriage, faftened to fprings; 
the harnefs was of thin leather, covered 
with filk 3 the feat for the man to fit on, 
was of leather firaps, and covered with vel« 
vet ; the boxes of the wheels were brafs, 
and had tins of oil to drop flowly for an 
hour ; the breechings for the horfes where 
whale-bone ; the bars were fmall wood, 
ftrengthened with fteel fprings, as were 
moft parts of the carriage, but all fo lights 
that a man could carry the whole with the 
harnefs. The near fore horfe was a brown 
one, named Tawney, late Crevillis ; the 
off fore horfe was » dark grey, named Ro- 
derick Random, late Mr. Sfanford*t : the 
near wheel horfe was a chelnut, named 
Chance^ late /iuke Hamilton •, and the off 
wheel horfe a grey, named Little Dan, late 
parfon Tbompfon*s, of Beverley, and each 
had a rider; lord MarcFi groom^ fat on the 
carriage. Two or three other carriages had 
been made before, but disapproved, and fe- 
veral horfes killed in trials, to the expence 
of fix or feven hundred pounds. 

Newcafi/e upon Tyne, Aug. 28. On July 
24, about eleven at night, broke out the 
greateff fire ever known here ; it began in 
a brewhoufe> adjoining to which was an 
eminent bookfeller's houfe and warehoufe 
(Mr. Bryfins) who happened to be abroad, 
but his iervants narrowly efcaped the fiames, 
which confumed about ten houies, and fe- 
veral warehoufes, the damage was io,ooo/* 
of which 3000/. was infurcd.

hand the head of German, an ancient Spanijh 
monarch, the corp(e lying under the coo- 
queror*s feet, and with his left bridling, a 
lion. On the pedellal was the following in- 
fcription, Alcides dtviffo Gerytne Gadiupt 
Fundatori that is, Hercules having over- 
come Geryon, became founder of Cadii* 
Oii the right fide were thefe words, L. jEHo 
Cenf, and upon the left Adrianus P, C. which 
implies that Adrian caufed this flatue to be 
ere^ed, when Lucius JElius . was conful» 
It appears that this Lucius Mlius Cejonius 
{(o his name is at large) died A, D. 138, 
which ihewt nearly the time when this 
fiatue was fet up.

At a general court of the Bank 
of England^ it was refolveJ to lend the 
government a ftmi of money at three ^ 
ient. to pay oflf aSI the anfubfcribed bank 
annuities, and the money borrowed on 
wrought pUte, the whole amounting to 
1,032,300 and odd pounds, which the bank 
was to be paid out of the firft fnrplas from 
the finking fund, and this to be fecured by 
an aft of parliament, or a cUdfe in fome 
aft for that purpofe. 

His Royal Highnefs the prince of XKi/es 
(efcorted ly a P'^' °^ horfe gtiards to 
Temple-bar) went in his ftate cuacb, at- 
tended by two others, in which were the 
lords of the bedchamber, his footmen and 
watermen walking before, to Fiflimongers- 
hall in Tbamet-Jireet, to receive the charter 
of the Briti/b herring filhing company, as 
governor thereof ; twenty-one pieces were 
fired at his arrival; and his Royal Higb- 
ncfs.was received at the door of the hall by 
Mr. alderman Betbell, prefident of the fo- 
cicty, Mr. alderman yanffen, vice-prefident, 
admiral V^emon, general Oglethorpe, and fuch 
of the fuciety as were in town; and after- 
wards by the mafter and court of afliftants 
of the filhmongers company, in their gowns, 
who all waited on him to their parlour. 
His Royal Higbnefs being feated there, 
made a mod gracious fpeecfa, expreflive of 
his high regard for the profperity of the 
city of London, Then the ii(hery charter 
being read by Mr. TomkfnSf clerk of the 
filhmonger's company, bis Royal Highnefs 
wiihcd all imaginable fuccefs to ^is natio- 
nal undertaking, and declared that he had 
the welfare of it extremely at heart. Mr. 
Tomkynt then thanked his Royal highnefs 
for the great honour done the fociety, in a 
very handfome fpeech ; and befeeching him 
to accept of the freedom of the fifhnoonger's 
company, his Royal highnefs condefcended 
to acquiefce with the oft'er. The lable 
cloth being fpread, a large quantity of

Nw* io« Died Mr. Edward Briibtf at 
Maiden in Epx, aged thirty ; he was fup- 
foUA to be the largeft man living, or 
pohaps that ever lived in this ifland : he 
weighed forty-two ftone and a half, horfe- 
Baa*s weight ^ and not being very tall, his 
body was of an aftoniihing bulk, and his 
kgs were as big as a middling man*s body. 
He was «n a^ive man till a y?ar or two 
bdbre hit death, when his corpulency fo 
•verpowered his ftrength, that his life was 
a b«rtben» and his death a deliverance. His 
coffin wai three feet fix inches over the 
ftooldcrsy fix feet feven inches long, and 
tkicc feet deep ; a way was cut through the 
wall and fiaircaife, to let the corpfe down 
into the ihop ; it was drawn upon a carriage 
to the churchy and let down into the vault 
by the help of a Aider and pulleys. He left 
a widow big with her fixth child.

The principal perfons among the Roman 
Catholics of Jreland^ both clergy and laity, 
having reprefented to the Pope, the great 
numbers of mendicant or begging friars 
which fwarmed in that country, with their 
fcandaloas lives and behaviour, and de- 
manded a remedy againft this grievance :

Fei. s8« At t geaeral court of the 
Smtb SeM coaipany, a motion was made to 
pclitioo Parliament for fome fatisfa£tion 
to be made to the company» on confidera- 
tion of their great demand on the crown of 
Sfthif which wat ceded by his Majefty, 
for the general good of the nation, by the 
treaty lately concluded at Madrid \ and the 
pre^Otts qneftion being put, if the faid 
qveHioo mould be then put, it palTed in 
the SMgatsTc. The court had been ac- 
qoaiiitcd from the fecretary of ftate, that 
hit Majefty had given for anfwer to the 
cgiBpany*a addrels prefented to him fome 
time fiace \ that he had obtained from the 
king of Spsim all that lay in hit power, fo 
that ao more coald be ezpeAed from him 
•a that fubjed. 

The turbulent weather did great damage 
to cdificet in federal parti of England^ 
On the lytb a ftorm of thunder and light- 
aiag alinoft rained the churches of St. £/- 
hmm and L^dfckt near 7ruro in CortnoalL 
At Oxfird the high wind on the 26th fo 
damaged the fieeple of St. Maryi that it 
vu expeded to fall ; at Litchfield, ^the g'lt 
ball on one of the fpires of the cathedral 
vat blown down the Tane on another fpirc, 
aad the glaft and Hone work of one of the 
windowi greatly fuffered. At JVorctfitr twu 
pnbendal houfes near the cathedral were 
qaite demolilhedy large ftacks of chimniet 
blewn dowDy and a multitude of wiodows 
ftanered to pieces. At Bromyard, Here' 
f^ipire^ a chimney fell upon an adjacent 
fchool, where themiftrefi was fitting in a 
chair with a child in her armt, with feve- 
ral fcholan, who were all buried in the 
roinsy hot very little hurt. At f^rkfZ pin- 
nacle of the north-weft tower of the Min- 
fter, with the battlementt, fell through the 
roof and two lofts, and broke the pave- 
ment, the damage above 500/. In the ad- 
jacent country and in Nettinghamjbire, hur- 
ricanes did much mlfchlef, unroofing many 
hoofes, blowing down fome, difperfing 
tacki of corn- and hay, and tearing up 
large treet by the roots, and throwing down 
pffk pales. At Limerick in Ireland, in the 
btirricane» a Dutch dogger was beat to pieces^ 
veffeJi forced on ihore« and all the ibip- 
pin| damaged ; many houfes blown down, 
Wfides lofa of cattle, and much damage 
to the banks on J>oth fides the Shannon. 
The Umfi hurricane did confidcrablc mif- 



chief to the Aipping in DuhSn and other * 
ports of Ireland i alfo in the T^^airs. ^ 

March 4. The iberifts of Lcnd$n pre* 
fented a petition Co the Houfe of Commona 
for a bill to be brought in to prevent fmall 
fiih being taken in the Thamts, and to prfr- 
ferve the fry of fi(h therein. 

A petition was prefented by the Mayor^ 
aldermen, and citiaens of Lincoln, and ano- 
ther from the county, praying leave ^to 
bring in a bill for the recovery of fimaA 
debts, on the fame plan as ffejimin/lar and 
Southwark* 

The fami us Theodore, the abdicated king 
of Cornea, was tried ai the King's bench 
Guildhall, on an a^ion for a debt of lool* 
and cafi. 

A dealer near Banhury, on his retom 
from Warwick fair> caught a man in h*k 
with his wife ; on which he got aflHhnrr^ 
and took them out of bed, and tying thdr 
arms together, fet them before a large fir^ 
and had tea, coffee, and punch provided s 
then he fent to invite his neighbours, X» • 
whom he eipoied his wife and gallant for 
fome hours, to their extraordinary morfa- 
fication> while the huiband appeared per- 
feAly contented. 

March 7. A great number of fea officcit 
widows attended the Houfe of Commoni^ 
with petitions that their penfiona may he 
better paid for the future. 

March 12. The King went to the Hop^ 
of Peers, and gave the royal aHent Xif the 
bill for raifing a fum by lottery^- &r. for 
paying off the unfubfcribed ^bnuiciei; to 
the malt bill, and a road bill. 

March 13. A petition was prefented t» 
the Houfe of Commons from the nobility^ 
gentry and inhabitants of Greenwich, pray- 
ing that the magazine erefled near that 
place, may be removed to a more conve- 
nient diftance, to avoid danger from firc^ 
lightning, &c. One was prefented in a 
former feflion. 

It was affirmed that upwards 4000 per- 
fons who fold fpirituous liquors withoug 
licence, had been convicted of the penalty 
ofio/. each, from January 174Q, ^oja* 
nuary 1750; and according to a lift of pri- 
vate gin-mops, 00 the beft calculation, they 
amounted to upwards of 17000 in the billf 
of mortality. That the bill for preventing 
the confumption of cheap compound li- 
quors, propofed an additional duty of 8/. 
per ton on all malt fpirits,. to commence 
from Lady-day 1751, tha^o compounder 
ihould make or fell any fpirituous liquors, 
uoleiii he had a flill of xoo gallons in hi;

Eaflstki, H'mUSf Scotlsndy and JrelanJ, by 
which the lofs to this nation, and the gains 
to the Fremcb were very confiderable. 

Usrcb 20. Between ten and eleven at 
ftigbt died at Lek^er houfe, the moft il- 
luftrioos Frederick, prince of ff^alest by the 
Weakiog of an inpofthame between the 
ftncMriium and ^apbragm, which threw 
the matter contained in it upon the fub- 
ftiace of the lungs. Hit Royal Highlfefs 
cnnght a cold about three weeks before in 
Ktw gardens, and encreafcd it on the 12th 
Inftant, by coming very warm from the 
Hoiife of Lords with the windows of his 
chair down, foon after which he complain- 
ed of pains which were thought to be pleu- 
leticy and were attended with a fever. His 
Koyal Highnefs had been in a declining 
ftate for fome time ; about two years be- 
fore} he received t hnrt in his breaft by a 
fall, others fay, by the ftroke of a ball at 
cricket, and was judged too weak to bear 
vrpeat^ bleeding \ he was therefore blif- 
Cered, and thought to be out of danger. 
About a quarter of an hour before his death* 
lie told Dr. JVilmott who bad attended him, 
and been up all the preceding night, that 
be was much better, and advifed the Di^or 
to go home ; the Princefs remained with 
him, to whom he foon after complained of 
a fudden pain, and an offenfive imell, and 
immediately threw himfelf backward and 
expired. Her Royal Highnefii had fat up 
with him feven nights during his illnefs, 
though fhe was far advanced in her preg- 
nancy. This excellent Prince, who was 
almoft univerfjUy regretted with uncommon 
tendernefs, was born at Hafitver, 7«k. 20, 
1706-7 ; created duke of Gloceftery Jan, 10, 
1717-18 I infhlled knight of the Garter 
by proxy, April 3O9 1718 ; created baron 
ei Snaudon, ^\ko\inx X^auncefton^ earlofE/- 
tbam, marquis of Ely, and duke of Edin- 
iurghy July 1 5, 1726; firft landed at Har- 
nvicb, Dec, 3. 1728 j was introduced by 
the command of the King into the privy- 
cooAcU the 1 8th : was created prince of 



JTalet and earl of Cbejfer, Jmi. 9, 1728-9 ) 
received his fommons to Parliament next 
day, and on -4^ ^7, 17369 was married 
to the princefs Augufia, only fnrviving 
daughter of Frederick 11. duke of Saxt Ca- 
tba, by whom he left iflue five fons and 
three daughten. 

Orders were iflued by the Commons to 
oblige the overfeers of all pariibes to gjve 
an account to the clerks of the peace, &r. 
of the monies paid annually to the poor from 
1747 to 1750, inclufive, in order to be by 
them tranfmitted to the Houfe immediate- 
ly. A bill WAS likewife under the confi- 
deratioi) of the Commons, for granting cer- 
tain privileges to encourage the poor to 
marry, for the increafe of his Majefty*a 
fubje^s. 

The ftorms which happened in feveral 
parts of England about the latter end of laft 
month, were ftill more violent abroad; 
particularly at Nantx, andits neighbour* 
hood, where in the night a terrible bar* 
ricane began at S. W. and at three the next 
morniog turned to the N. W. accompanied 
with thunder, lightning, and fnch terrible 
noifes, both at fea and land, as icemed to 
proceed from an earthquake.

Wmlaf when were prtfient above thirty 
memben. The phyficiaos and furgeons 
that attended the deceafed, were examined 
aboac the diftemper which occafioned his 
deaskf and orders were ifTued for embalm- 
iag his body and preparing for hit Hoya] 
Illghneis*s funera]. 

It waa ordered in council, that in the 
morning and evening prayers, in the Lita* 
By, and in all other parts of the public fer- 
vice, as well in the occalional offices, -as in 
the book of Ctmmcn Prayer, where the roy- 
al hmUj is appointed to be particularly 
prayed /or, the following form and order 
ihail be obferved, vix.

The Houfe of Commons pfefcnted an 
addrefs of condolence, on the death of the 
prince of fFales, to his Majefty, and re- 
ceived a moft gracious anfwer.

March 20, A revenue of 50,000/. n 
year for life, was fettled by Parliament on 
the marriage of her royal highnefii the 
princefs of fFaUs, in cafe ihe furvived the 
Prince, to be paid quarterly, without de- 
duftion, four-fifths out of the pofl-office, 
and the other fifth out of the hereditary du- 
ties of excife. 

March 31. Was a very great court aC 
St. James\ it being the firft time his Ma- 
jefty appeared in public fince the death of 
the prince of f^ales. Prince George ^nd 
prince Edvaardy and the other young 
princes waited on the King, who in the 
evening vifited the princefs of Wala ^iLei' 
ce/ler houfe. 

The right hon. Rchert JPalpole^ earl of 
Orfcrd, knight of the Bath, auditor of the 
Exchequer, ranger of Richmond park, and 
mafler of the King^s harriers and buck- 
hounds, died, aged fifty-one, of an abfcefs 
in the back.

Ac dyingchildlelsin 1705* he married the 
Miacei's Eleoncra^ youngeft daughter of 
ih^ks XI. king o{ Sweden, who on the 
4ealh of ber brother Charles XII. waa 
defied by the ftates queen of Sweden, on 
COAdition of redo ring their antient privi- 
l^s ; (he rcHgning the crown in favour of 
lla'conibrt in 1720, he waseleficd king on 
tkefaune condition of leaving the legislative 
■ad executive po^er in the ftates ; hefuc- 
cceded to the landgraviate of He/I'e Cajffel in 
1729, and his confurt queen ELonora died 
in 1741* Princefs Heiwig Sophis, eldeft 
Cfler of Charlei XII* married Frederiekp

Ciarla Frederick, bom in 1700, who mar- 
lied Anne Petrvwnm, eldeft daughter of the 
csar Peter the Great, by his fecond wife 
Catharbu, by whom he had Charles Ulric 
iom in 17179 and heir to the crown of 
Smreden, and fo declared by the flttes on 
lus father*s death : but on the prefent em- 
frcfs of Rujpa* declaring him fucceilbr to

As landgrave of 
Beffe Cajcl, the king ot Sweden was lucceed- 
cd by nifc brother prince ^f^i.Ttam, whofe 
ion Frederick married princefs Mary of 
Enrjand, 

The late King on the 4th in the even- 
ing lent for the Prince fuccelTor and his 
confort, to whom ht, in the mo(> moving 
terms, recommended to have always in view 
« the welfare and profperity of the Swedijb 
nation, to be watchful to maintain its ftates 
in their privileges and prerogatives; ad- 
ding, that he quitted the world without the 
Icaft Kgret, as he left the kingdom in 
peace, and died in the hope that it would 
long enjoy the continuance of that blefling, 
ftc. This day the prince Adolpbus Pre- 
derick was proclaimed King, who in the af- 
ternoon went to the fenate, where the dif- 
ferent colleges of the k)ngJom were an*em- 
bled, and there fwore obfervauce of, and 
£gned the following s^ ; 

« Whereas the united ftates nf the king- 
dom of Sweden, of their own entire motiori, 



and by free a and inTolantary choice, hare 
elcded me fucceilbr to the king of Sweden, 
ofthtGoth, and ofthtFaadabi Kbould 
be wanting in a faitable return to the con- 
fidence they have repofed in me, if, on my 
advancement to the throne which is de- 
Tolved to me by the difpofal of the AI^ 
mighty, and by the free election which 
they have made of me, I did no^ in the 
moft folemn manner, confirm the afifurance 
I have given to fupport them, aft the ez- 
pence of my life and blood, in the ezerciie 
of the pure do€trine and religion they pro- 
fefs, and to preferve and defend the liber- 
ties and privileges they have acquired. And 
as my dcfirea are far from every thing which 
might bear the leaft ftiadow of conftraint, I 
declare by this public zGt, which I fwear to 
obferve, upon my royal word and faith^ 
that I not only intend to govern my king- 
dom according to the laws of Sweden, and 
the form of regency eftabliflied \n the year 
1720, as well as in conformity with the 
aflurance I gave the ftates of the kingdom ia 
the year 174a j but alCo, that I (hall regard 
as the moft dangerous enemies to me and 
the kingdom, and treat as traitor^ to their 
country, all fuch as (ball, either in public 
or under any pretence foever, undertake or 
endeavour to introduce int« this kingdom 
defpotic power, or arbitrary government. 
Wherein God aftift me.

May 31. A memorial was lately pre« 
fented to his grace the duke of Bedford, 
one of his Majefty*s principal fecretaries of 
ftate, by his excellency the Frtncb ambaf* 
fador^ complaining of an atuck made hf 
an Rngiijb man of war on the new fa^ry 
which the fubjeAs of his moft Chriftiaa

Commodore Rodney was commiffioned ta 
go in quefl of an ifland, which, according 
to the report of the maftar of a (hip, and 
fome others, on examination before the 
lords of the Admindty, lies about fifty de- 
'grees north, and about 300 leagues weft of 
Emglaud. Captain Murdoch Mackenziet an 
excellent mathematician, and author of the ' 
fea charts of the Orkney and Lewit TJfandt, 
atiendcd him in the Cnlloden floop, to brinf 
back an account of what difcoveries he might 
make. As this ifland lies out of the track 
of the trade to America^ it wu fuppofed ta 
have been mifled by navigators t^ our colo- 
nies, though marked in {omtDu\eh maps. 

The feafon was very cold, and wet, for

** As Eurofe now enjoys a happy tran- 
quility, very little alteration has been made 
in the ftate of foreign affairs fince your 
meeting. My refolution to prcferve the 
general peace is the fame ; and I have the 
greateft reafon to rely on the like good dif- 
pofition in the powera in alliance with me, 
not only being continued, but confirmed 
and improved. 

" Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons ^ 

*' The readinefs with which you have 
granted me the fupplies for the fervice. of 
the current year demands my particular ac- 
knowledgements ; and the prudence and 
firmnefs you have fliewc in conipleating the 
redudion of the intereft of the national 
debt, is as agreeable to me, as that meafure 
is effential to the ftrength and welfare of my 
kingdom. 

'* My Lords and Gentlemen, 

" I have nothing to deiire of you, but 
effedually to confult your own true happi- 
nefs and intereft. Let it be your care to 
maintain, in your feveral counties, the 
public peace and gpod order ; to encourage 
and promote a juft reverence for govern- 
ment and law ; and not to fuffer thofe good 
laws, which are enaded here, to lofe their 
cited, for want of a due execution." 

After this the Parliament was prorogued 
to Augu/i 13,

'< The treaty lately entered into with 
the f^t£kor of Bavaria, was laid before you 
in your laft feflion ; and I then acquainted 
you, that I was taking fuch further meafures, 
as might tend to fecure the tranquility of 
the empire; fupportits fyftem; and timely 
prevent fuch events, as had been found by 
experience to endanger the common caufe. 
I havefince, for the fame purpofes, in con- 
j\in€tion with the States General of the 
United Provinces, found it neceflfary to 
(oadttde a treaty with tht king of Foland, 



eleAor of Saxoty, which (hall be commo- 
nicated to you. 

** The unfortunate event of the prince of 
Orange^t death, has made no alteration in 
the ftate of afiairs in Holland \ and by the 
prudent and early meafures taken tnere, 
the quiet of the country has been preferred^ 
and their government carried on upon the 
foundation of tbe fettlement, which had, 
with fo much forefight, been previoully 
eftabliflied by laws of the republic. I have 
received the ftrongeft aflurancea from the 
States General, of their firm refolution ta 
maintain that ftridl union and ftiendlhipp 
which fo happily fubfift between me and 
thofe antient and natural allies of mj 
crown. 

** Gentlemen oftbt Houfe of Commons f 

<* I have ordered eftimates of the ex* 
pences of the enfuing year to be prepared 
and laid before you ; and have no other 
fupplies to afk of yoU| but fuch as are re- 
qnifite for thofe fervices, and for making 
good fuch neceilary engagements, as yoia 
are made acquainted with. The fucccla 
which has attended your firmnefs in re* 
ducing the intereft of the national debt^ 
will, 1 am confident, give you the greateft 
fatisfa£tion. 

** My Lords and Gentleman, 

** The experience I have had of your 
dutiful and fteady conduit, makes it whol- 
ly unneceflary for me to prefs upon yov 
unanimity and difpatch in your delibera* 
tions. But I cannot conclude without re- 
commending to you, in the moft earneft 
manner, to confider ferioufly of fome effec- 
tual provifions to fupprefs thofe audacious 
crimes of robbery and violence, which are 
now become fo frequent, efpecially about 
this great capital ; and which have pro- 
ceeded, in a great meafure, from that pro- 
fligate fpirit of irreligion, idlehefs, gaming, 
and extravagance, which has of late ex- 
tended itfeh, in an uncommon degree, to 
the difhonour of the nation, and to the 
great offence and prejudice of the fober and 
induftrious part of my people.**

« We are fully fenfible, that thofe roea<^ 
lercs have not been reftrained merely to pre- 
lent objeAs, but have been prudently ex- 
tended to guard againft future evila and 
dangers. In this light we confider the 
treaty lately -concluded by your Majefty 
with the Ling of PoUnJ, ele^or of Saxomy \ 
fik% good efleds of which will, we hope, 
he fully anfwerable toujour great and falu- 
tary views. . 

«< The death of the prince of Orange, a 
prince fo nearly allied to your Majefty, and 
ef fuch importance to the common caufe, 
hat given us great concern. But it is a 
seal fatisfa£lion to us, that this unfortu- 
nate event baa been attended with no ill 
coafeqtfence to the ftate of aftairs )n //•/- 
igndi whofe fecurity and welfare we con- 
fider as intimate!/ connefted with our own. 
The fttpport of that government, upon the 
fcttlement which had been before happily 
eftabliftied, and the cordial affurances which 
your Majifty hat received from the States 
General, give us the grcateft pleafure ; and 
confirm us in that refolution, which we 
liave long adhered to, of maintaining and 
cultivating the ftri£teft union and friead- 
Ibjp with that Proteftant republic* 

** We acknowledge, with all thankful- 
nefs, the paternal regard which your Majrfty 
has Aewn for your people, in publicly decla- 
ring yourjuft refentment againft thoie auda- 
cious crimes of robbery and violence, which, 
in defiance of the -laws, are now grown to 
fuch in exccff> particularly Id this part of. 



the kingdom. We look apon them at a real 
nuifjnce ^tA diihonour to the nadoa ; and 
the increife of irreligion, idleneft, gaming* 
and all kinds of iicentioufnefsy hat been 
long lamented by all good roen, aa the un- 
happy fource of this and many other mif- 
chiefs. All conliderations, both religioua 
and political, call upon us to put a ftop to 
thefe growing evils \ and nothing ftall be 
wanting on our part, to cnfore and ftrength* 
en the laws for puniihing and fupprefiing all 
fuch wicked practices, and to prevent and 
remedy the pernicious caufes of them.

mantle and coiiar, and other enfigns oi the 
ordi .', hcing too heavy for his mod feren: 
hig'nnef!?, were only (hown to him, anJL 
then laid b^' Mr. Arfi'n upon a cufhion of 
crimlon velvet. On this occasion col >r.el 
York in a florid fpcech, after mentiocing 
the equity and excellence of the order, and 
the high charzdter of the chriftian princes 
who had worn it, propofcd their noble 
actions, particularly thofe of the Statholders 
his ancedors, to the young knight's imi- 
tation. This Ceremony was followed by a 
magnificent dinner; the princrfs prrfcnted 
a fine brilliant to colonel V'^rl'-f vho gave 
a grand fiipper and Hnll in the evening.

c«remony which Ufted from eleven till half 



an hour after two, was pe^mej bjr Chtf 
dukes of Marlbcrciigb, Kirngfiw^ and Port^ 
land^ after which an el^ant entertain- 
ment, with t fine defert, reprefenting in 
confectionary all the devices of the order of 
the Garter. In the evening was a grand 
ball in the caftle for the ladies, which waa 
opened, between nine and ten, by the carl 
of Linetln and lady Caroling P*terbgm\ 
about twelve the company retired to iupper^ 
and afterwards returned to dancing till be« 
tween three and four} there waa a moft 
brillant appearance of nobility and gentry 
of both fexes. The populace attempted feve*

and then the court of aldermen repaired to 
an elegant entertainment at Ironmongen- 
hallj in the afternoon the Lord Mayor was 
prefented to the Lord Chancellor, and ia 
the evening fworn at Guildhall.

JuJj 29. At ifrj^ was a dreadful ftorm

Katie pains, which alraoft crippled him, 
which tht phyficians faid were growing 
pains, as he was furprixingly grown within 
that time Ha was a month at the bifhop 
of CleyiWt who took caxc of him ; his hand 
was as big as a middling (boulder of mutton i 
the laft of his Ihoe, which he carried about 
him, meafored fifteen inches. He was born 
ia the covnty of Ti^ary, within five miles 
of the filter mines. 

yvfy 31. A whale was ffranded near 
£wwmmtbp eight miles north of Berviick upon 
TwM^ and was killed and hauled on ihore 
by the fifiiermea i it meafured fifty-two fe^t 
ia length. 

The tvwftecs' for Gnrpa having fur- 
Rsdacd to hit Majefty and his fucce flbn 
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the charter granted to th^m inj7i^'^ wherg* 
by they were incorporated into a body po* 
litic, a grant paffed the great fpal to inveft 
his Majefty, his heirs, and fucceflbrs, with 
the faid charter} and the lords infldces 
iffued a proclamation for continuing all 
perfons in their offices, in the faid colo- 
ny, till his Majefiy*s pleafore was further 
known.

to \ and accordingly a memorial was drawn 
up I but when their fecretary went to the 
Lodge i;ii{icZ>«0ff^ New-park* to Mr. Shaw, 
the deputy ranger, to deliver the fame, he 
refufffd to accept it ; on which it was de- 
bated by the gentlemen, concerned in draw- 
ing up the memorial, whether, as the me- 
morial was refuied, they ihould proceed %t 
law dire£lly, to recover the rights and pri- 
vileges, or try any other means for deli- 
vering the faid memorial; when it was 
refolved, to wait on a gentleman of family 
and fortune, in the faid county, to defire 
he would endeavour to deliver it in per- 
fon to her Royal Highnefs, or, if that fa* 
vour was refufed him, to return the me- 
morial back again. The gentleman finding 
he could have no arcefs to her Royal High- 
nefii, returned the memorial accordingly. 

The gentlemen concerned in carrying 
on this affair, finding they could not pre- 
fent their memorial to her Royal High- 
nefs in perfon, in the private way by (hem 
propofed, immediately determined to try 
their rights, by due courfe of law; and, in 
julUfication of themfelves, to ihew the pub- 
lic how they intended to have laid their 
grievances before her Royal Highnefs, 
had the memorial inietted in the public 
papers.

The French afifembled a large bo(ly 
of troops %o proteA the communiries in 
their inteieft, and Glaffortt, the chief of 
the ofialecontents, called to arms the Pieves 
that were moft devoted to him, to feize 
the pofts of Alata, Olmetto and ^enza.

Aug. 13. Within this fortnight 120,149 
pounds of wool were exported to Dunkirk 
by certificate ; but as the coftom-houie 
bills did not diftinguifii whether it was Bri-' 
tijbf or Jrijb, or Spamijb wool, &(. it was 
wiihed fuch inaccuracies might be rectified 
for the future, in order to remove all fuf* 
picion of EngRJb wool being mixed with 
and exported with foreign. 

Aug, 14. One thoufand three hundred 
ounces of gold coin were entered at the 
cuftom-houle for Flanders, and 1600 ouncea 
of gold, and 3000 ounces of filver coin for 
Holland. 

The Britannia, capt. 3iaffan, from Leg- 
borut brought the duke ot Bedford a beau- 
tiful caft of the famous model of an antient 
Roman galley, whick ftands before the 
Fllla Malteri, in Rome, fuppofed to have 
been made 2000 years ago. 

Orders were given for raifing a confider* 
able number of recruits to reinforce the 
garrifons at Gibraltar and Port Mahen. 

The plague raged at Smyrna with great 
violence. 

Aug. 19. Three waggon loads of mo- 
ney and valuable efife^s, were brought to 
the Bank, from on board the Prince Henry 
man of war, captain Jafper, lately arrived 
from Jamacia j who alio brought to Eng" 
land the beft collediun of birds and wud 
animals ever fecn here. 

Aug. 22. At noon the lord mayor of 
London proclaimed Bartbolomevf fair, ac- 
cording to annual cuftom, and the next day 
Mr. Holland drove bis loaded cart through 
the fair, toll free, as being a citizen of 
London, 

A dreadful earthquake deftroyed great 
part of the fine city of Adrianople ; near 
200 mofques were overturned, and a great 
number of the inhabitants buried in the 
ruins of their houfes. 

The fires began in the two light-hoofes 
ere£led on the Lixard, bearing from each 
other by a common compafs, weft 5^ nor- 
therly, and eaft 5^ foutherly ; diftance fe- 
venty-two yards, to burn every night con- 
ftantly. . 

Aug. 24. The aflembly of New Eng" 
land pafied an a£i, for his Majefty*8 appro- 
bation, ofanexcife on wine, and diiiillcd 
fpirituous liquors fold by retail, and up- 
on limes, lemons and oranges ; and alfo f^tr 
granring feveral rates and duties of impoft, 
and tonnage of ftiipping. 

Aug. 25* The carl of Hindford arrived 

at 
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«t HsmvtTf aad repaired iimnediately to 
Hfrtntanfea, where he wis receiYed by the 
King with great diftindion.- Before hit 
departure frmn yiemutt the Emprefi pre- 
lented him with a diamond ring, and the 
Bmperor with his pidure fet in diamonds. 
jtmi. ft6. Commodore Keffelf with hit 
H^uadron, anired at Spitbe^ from the Mi* 
StarrantMn^ where he had been ftationcd 
above three years. 

In |he morning was a Tiolent wind, 
which blew down feveral thoofand hop 
poles in Kent, and drore a Datcb ihip on 
Shore near Rtmfgtte, 

TheSpsnUb court being conTinced of the 
ill effe^ ofthc long negled of their ma- 
Bv^iAureSy add the immenfe lofs that na- 
tioii faflained from the min of 40,000 
laoais, that formerly flouriihed in the cities 
•f Sivil/e, Grofmda and Toitd»f which pro- 
dKod annoally about 40,000,000 crowns, 
of late began to apply a remedy. They ac- 
cordingly invited workmen from all na- 
tions, particularly England and Ireland^ by 
offiering great encooragment ; and after pro- 
curing from EnrUnd cards, fhcars, looms, 
and other utennis for the woollen manu« 
faAare, were intent on the manufaAure 
of printed linens, lately fet up^ and prohi- 
Uted the importation of all foreign manu- 
fa6hires of that kind into the port of >f//- 
c«if#. The King eftabliflied a military 
Ichool for the young noblefle, and improTcd 
his marine ; for which porpofe fliip-carpen- 
ters of all nations were invited into Spain* 
Many arrived from Genoa f and an Jrtfftman 
of that proftffion engaged to build feveral 
krgt fliips at Cadm* On the 2zd Qf Augujt^ 
eighteen Tartans arrived at Cadha from Na- 
pUs^ laden with wood for building eight 
Aipi of the line, upon the docks there. 
The King's generofity, or rather profusion 
to his family, may appear ftrange to an 
EngR/k fubjed ; an infttnce of which ii, 
his having made a prefent of 400,000 
crowns to the duchefs of 'Parma, to defray 
the charges of her joorney to France, 

Aug* 39. By the violence of the ftorm 
OB the 25th and 26th, the river Tyne was 
lb HrcUed, that the like could not be re- 
membered by the nldeft man living. The 
Hat ground about Netoburgb was laid under 
water, by which the farniers fuftained great 
lofs.

Sepr, T. His royal highneiathe duke of 
CnrnMrland fet out with a grand rettaae fisr 
Batbf to vifit the princeis AnuUsp witk 
whom he ftaid but two days. 

The Trytonj from Rattirdtah arrived at 
Dubtmi with about eighty Frtmeh psota- 
flants that efcaped the perfacntion cairyiag 
on in France, who were imaaodiately takea 
care of, and carried to places prepared ibr 
them. They all made a very clean, decent 
appearance, although they had every te^oai 
pafla^, and fung pfalms at they went ly 
the nrtr, to return thanks to God for theur 
arriving at a larfd of fafety. As moft of 
them had been bred up to the fitk bofiaefl^ 
they were very ufefol and acceptable. 

Sept, 3. The Gregorian or New Stili^ 
according to the late a!& of Perltenwiir, took 
place in all his Majefty*s dominions in &• 
rope, Afia, Africa, and America, this day, 
from hence called the 14th day of S^ 
tember.

Sopt* 14^ At Charles Tetpn, Sentb Ca- 
r^tna, was a Solent ftorm. In the eve- 
ning it began to blow very hard, the wind

covered ; and great quantities ofmrrchan- 
difC, &i: in the ftorcs on the Bay-fircct 
damaged, by their doors being burft open : 
the town was likewife overflowed, the tide 
or fca having rofe upwards of ten feet above 
the high water mark at fpring tides, and 
nothing now was to be ieen but ruins of 
houfes, cant es, wrecks of nertjauguas and 
boats, m^f^T, yards, incredible ouantities 
of all forts of timber, barrels, ftavef, houf- 
hold and other goods, floitin^ and driving, 
with great violence^ tlirougn the fbecU 



and loond aboat the town. The iohabi* 
tants fioding themfelves in the midft of a 
tefflpeftuont fea^ the wind ftill continuing^ 
the tide ( according *to its common courfe) 
being expeded to flow till after one o^clock, 
and many of the people being already up to 
their necks in water in their houfes, bqgaa 
now to think of nothing but certain death : 
but here we mufl vecord ai flgnal an !&• 
fiance of the immediate interpofitibn of the 
Divine Providence ai ever appeared,, they 
were foon delivered from their apprehend 
fions : for, about ten minutes after eleven 
o*clock,' the wind veered to the E. S. E. 
S. and S, W. very quick, and then (though 
it continued its violence, and the fea beat 
and d^/hed every where with anuxing im- 
petuoufity) the waters fell aboot five feet 
in the (pace of ten minutes, without which 
uncxpe«ed and fudden fall> every hoii(e ' 
and inhabitant in the town, mad, in all 
probability, have perKhed : and before three 
o*clock the hurricane was entirely over. 
Many were drowned, and feveraf much 
hurt by the fall of houfes. At ZnlRvmiti 
ifland, the pell houfe wu carried tway, 
and of fifteen people that were in it mne . 
were loft, the reft faved themfelves by ad- 
hering ftrongly to fome of the raftrri of 
the houfe when it fell, upon which they 
were driven fome miles beyond the ifland 
to Hehcaw, At fort Jobnfin the barracks 
were beat down, moft of the gunt dif- 
mounted, and their carriages carried awaj. 
At Craven^* and CraKvif/e*t baftionf, and ' 
the batteries about the town, the canon 
were likewife difmounted. For about thirty 
miles round C/>tfr/n-T<m;ix, there was hardly 
a plantation that had not loft every houfe 
upon it. All the roads were fo filled with 
trees blown and broken down, that travel* 
Ing was rendered extremely dlflicolty} and 
hardly a fence was left ftanding in the town 
or country. The lofs in fine timber-treea 
was aloioft incredible ; as well as the loft 
of cattle, (beep, hogs, and all kinds of pio* 
vifion. 

From Wlfyaw and Fort Riyal, the ac- 
counts were much more favourable than 
were expected, no damage having been 
done to the fliipping in thofe harb^^ur?, and 
very little to the houfes, as the hurricane 
was hardly felt at either place.

A general court wu held of the Free 
Britifk fifliery, when a vacancy in the coun- 
cil was filled up by the eledlion of ff^em 
Buk/hrd, efq. lately chofen an alderman 
of the city.

could have done her.**

(erious confideration } that whilft ween* 

joyed peace abroad, we fliould maintain good 

order and regularity at home : and conclud* 

ed with afiuring them, that his hearty 

concurrence and endeavours Aould never 

be wanting in any thing that would pet* 

mote their welfare and profperity***

time to be duly confidered. 

A great number of perfons aflembled in a 
riotous manner in the weft riding of Totk" 
^irr,and cut down anddeftroyed fcveritl turn- 
pikest and burnt the cull-houfes belonging 
to them. The mob grew to fuch a height, 
that the juftices of the peace made applica- 
tion to the commanding officer of general 
Havfltift regixcnt of dragoons quartered at 
T.ri^ for a oeCachment to be fcnt in ordrr 
to fu-.-prefs the rioters. And on the 30th 
i/iftint, a ci^rier going through Bccjion rurn- 
pike refufed to pay the toll, whereupon he 
was feized by the foldirr«, in order to bccir- 
rled before the tniftees «>f the turnpike, at 
the K'mg^S'Armi inn in Btig-gate, but was 
refcued before he got thitbrr. After this 
the niub gave out, that tctore ten that 
ni^ht they would pull duwn the ^uard- 
ho'ife, and refcuc thrte priUmers who had 
keen apprehended the night before, and 
were then confined there, on account of 
being co:icerned in cutting down a turn- 
pike : accordingly, between feven and (^i^bt, 
3 hoiy of 5C0 men afTcmblcd in Biig-iaw^ 
v-her, by order of the juftices, the pro- 
clamation againll riots was rea«J, and they 
were >cq':ired to dil'i^erfe: but tin's not 
b«ing regarded, a incfiii;!c w;)s fr^tit about, to 
dcfire nil pel Tons to (hu: up their Hiops, and 
keep in their houlcs ; atter which the 
officers fent their own fcrvants with the 
like caution; but the mob continuing to 
brexk the windows and (hutceis of the 



Kin£i»Arms inn, and tearing; av the ftone 
of the pavement to throw at the foldierSy 
and even knocked down the centinel upon 
guard there, the drum beat to arms, and 
the juftices gave orders to the foldiers, in 
number about twenty, to fire, which wat 
firtl done with powder only; but this nx* 
way intimidating the mob, the foidiers 
fired with ball. According to the return 
made by the conftables on SunJty nvorn- 
ing, eight were killed, and about fifty 
wounded. 

The Jews that were in Coptnbagen were 
puniihed, for a proceeding prompted by their 
zeal for religion. A young man of their 
nation, named Lazarus, applied fome time 
ago to a Lutberan prieft, in order to be ia- 
ftru£led in the Chriftian religion \ and he 
was accordingly received, placed in a private 
houfe, and fupported by means of a penfiun 
obtained from the King. Thic Lazarus^ 
being invited to fup at a houfe in the prin- 
cipal quarter of the Jews, he was permitted 
to go thither, but di£ippeared $ and it was 
averred, that he was trepanned, and fcnc 
way. The biihop having informed the 
court of ir, his Majefly ordered the Jews 
to produce this young man in a cerain time, 
on pain of forfeiting eight thouCmd Ccf 
man crowns. 

July 10. Between the hours of ten and 
eleven in the forenoon, a fire broke out aC 
Ihimi Chapd in Chejbire, which burned 
down and confumed tnc whole place, con- 
fifting of about twenty houfcs, except the 
Old Red- Lion inn and two other houfcs.

M. Dejlandtst at Stockholm, a learned 
Frenchmant being excited by the difpute 
between fome Engtijb writers, concerning 
the numbers of people in the world in 
ancient and modern times, applied him- 
felf to conHder the fubje£t ; and from the 
calculations of Hales, f^offius, Riccioli, Mali' 
land, BoulanvilTuri, and others, he con- 
cludes, that in all ages the number of peo* 
pie is much the fame in the whole, though 
it may be fometlmes more, fometimes lefs, 
in particular nations ; and that in Europe^ 
there are actually 109 millions of inhabi* 
tants ; in Afa 400 millions ; in Africa 
100 millions ; and in America about 120 
millions ; which for the whole globe 
makes 729 millions.

and foon after brought her in guilty, but 
recommended her to the mercy of the 
court ; after which (he was committed to 
Newgate. There were great mobs and riots 
on feme of thefe days about the feilions- 
hnufe, and Sir Crifp Gafcoyne was greatly 
infulted and abufcd ; fo that the court of 
aldermen offered a reward for difcovering 
any of the rioters.

Mm 19. About two this afternoon, a 
place called the Drnfi-bcKfe, belonging to 
Mr. Nwrwisni gunpowder mills at Moulfty, 
in Surrt^f blew up, and killed one man, 
who was barrelliiig up the gunpowder. It 
was reckoned there was about thirty bar- 
rels of powder in the ftore-room, each bar- 
id containing loolb. wreight. The build- 
lof was blown into thoufands of pieces, 
aad carried a great way ; the poor man's 
body was torn into fo many pieces, there ( 
wu no finding them> or half his bones. 
Seven or dght great elms, that (lood near 
this room, were torn up by the roots, and 
many others fluttered, and feveral adja- 
cent buildings terribly torn ; a building 
about thirtv yards from it, which contained 
about the fame quantity of gunpowder, had 
Its roof beat in, and a^nan at work re- 
cdved a blow on the back of bis necky by 
£ piece of timber, but the powder remained 
iafe. The windows of feveral neighbour- 
ing hoofes were broken, and Tome of the 
tiks blown off the houfes at fome diftance, 
by the force of the fliock. The houfes for 
many miles abou; were OaktA hy the ex- 



Orden were given^ about this time, for 
a captain, four lieutenants, and fixty bom- 
bardiers and matrdTes, to hold themfelvea 
ready to embark from H^oohvicb, in order

OR, 20. ^ This morninf;, about feven 
o^doclc, a fire broke out in the upper part 
of a very large warehoufe in Montague- chfe, 
near St. Mary Ovtry't church, Soutbwark, 
which entirely deftroyed the fame, and « 
very large quantity of hops, which was in 
the fame warchouft^ and damaged feveral 
of the adjacent houfes.

KUpatrickn They made the attack 
about four that morning with too Eurofnansm 
Their black forces were to' make feveral 
falfe attacks on diflferent parts of the town ; 
by the darknefs of the nighty and the care* 
lefTnefs of a guard, they got over the ditch, 
fixed their ladders, and 600 of thsm, with- 
out firing a flioty got pofleflion of a battery 
on the outward wall, calkd Daltons bat- 
tery. By this time an accidental ihot or 
two alarmed the garrifon, who immediately 
repaired to their pofts, and attacked the 
party on the battery, who defended them- 
felvea till day-light, and made feveral at- 
tempts to fcale the inward wall and petard 
the gate, but were kept off by the garri- 
fon. By day-break, thofe that did not 
chufe to venture their necks by jumping 
off the battery to fave themfelves, called 
out for quarter, which was given them. 
There was taken on the bartery 297 Euro" 
pean prifons, befides fixty-five wounded, 
and forty-two killed in the ditch, and nine 
officers ; the reft of their lofs was not known, 
but it was believed muft have been pretty 
confiderable. In this a£Uon the garrifon 
had fcarcely any lofs. 

From the time of the beforementioned 
a^ion until the middle of February follow- 
ing, nothing material happened, when co-

^cavy rains. Two bwitb were entirely waih- 
cA away, the one inbaUtad by ^anas H$U' 
firtb, he and his whole family drowned, ejL- 
cept bis wife, who being fick in her bed, 
vas canned down the ftream half a mile, and 
at laft waihed off into a field, where (he 
was foaad the next norniag, very little 
ftart* The other houfe belongied totjobm 
Sunltft who wu alfo drowned, and all his 
fitmify. In the whole thirteeen perfont. 
Two other hoofes were greatly damaged, 
as was alfo the flone bridge at the entrance 
•f the town ; fourteen hay-ftacks were 
driven down the river a mile, on one of 
which was a half year old calf, who kept 
its footing, and was taken off ailtve.

The upper houfe of Convocation met in 
the chaprer-houfe, and went in proceflion^ 
with the advocates and pro^ors, to the weft 
door of St. Paul\ where they were met 
by the lower houfe, and the gentlemen of 
the choir j and being come into the ftalli, 
the Litany was read in Latin by the biihop 
of Ci&irA<j|f«r, the junior biihop; alter which 
the reverend Dr. Piumptree, archdeacon of 
Ely, preached the Latin fermon. The 
reverend Dr. Demnt, archdeacon of Rochejlir, 
was chofen prolocutor for the lower houfe 
of Convocation. His grace the archbiAop 
cf Canterbury was not prefent, but had ap« 
pointed the^bifiiops of Oxford^ Eh, 5#- 
li/hurjy Bangor, Norwich, and St. David*t, 
commlflaries to reprefenthim. 

Letters from C7«nMff^ mentioned, adifco- 
very lately made, that prince FreJer'uk of 
Heffe, married to the princefs Mary of 
England, had above 4 years before abjurei 
the Proteftant religion, and embraced Po* 
peryj and that his father, the Landgrave* 
was going to alTemble the fiates of the 
Landgraviate, to concert meafuret for pre- 
venting the fatal confequencei of thia 
event. 

Nov, 17. The ftates of the Landgra- 
viate of tiejffcajfel were fummoned to meet 
to concert proper meafures for the fupporC 
of the Proteftant religion in thofe territo* 
rics upon the late unhappy occaAoo, and 
to engage fonne of the princes of the empire 
to guaranty the execution of fuch meafurea 
as fhould te rcfolvedon; which had already 
begun a paper war in Germany, feveral 
pamphlets having been already publifiied 
upon both fides of the queftion, as to what 
the fiates had a right to do upon the occa- 
fion. In the mean time the Landgrtfv# 
took care to have the two princes his grand- 
children brought up in the religion of thci^ 
country, by fending them to the unlverfity 
of Cott'tngen* 

Letters fifom France mentioned, that the 
Ring had abandoned the clergy to the mer- 
cy, or rather to thejuflice of the Parlia- 
ment j and that in coufequence thereof, 
they were felling by public audUon the 
goods of fome cf their biihops and other 
ecclefiafiics, which had been diftrained for 
the fines impofed on them by the fecular 
courts, on account of their having rtfxxhd 
to adminifler the facraments fince the King*f 
late declaration. 

Nov, la*. At ConJIantinople, the niufti 
begirt the newfuhan Ofman III. with the 

Z icy^ 
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fqrmeUr of the empire^ which ceremony 
holdi the place of the coronation in other 
countries. Upon this occafion 1 500 purfei 
were diftributed to the janixaries by order of 
hit fublime highnefs; and he begun his 
gofernmenc by fliutting up the taverns, 
and enjoining that precept of the Alcoran 
which prohibits the drinking of wine, to 
be ftri^y obferved on pain of fevere chaf- 
tifement. He made no great change in 
the adminiftration of aflfairs, having con- 
tinued the prime vieir, the mufti, and the 
aga of the janiiaries in their refpedive 
employments; and minifters were forth- 
with fent to the courts of Vunna, RMffia^ 
and Poland, to notify his acceffion to the 
throne. 

The ftates of HoUaMd and JVeft-Frixehnd 
publifhed a pbcart againll marriages of 
Proteftants with Papifts. 

Dec* 4* Was a frelh eruptioa of Mount 
Vcfuvius, preceded by an earthquake which 
waii only felt in the neighbourhood, and 
occafioned by the force of the eruption 
upon its firft appearance. The opening 
was about the middle of the mountain on 
the eall-ftde, and one of the branches of 
the eruption proceeded towards that which 
happened in the year 175 1 $ but its pro- 
grefs was fo flow, that it advanced but 
twelve yards in two hours, though the 
defcent is very fleep: there was another 
branch, the progrefs of which was much 
fwifter, and made above a mile in an hour. 
Juft before tJiis eruption the thunder was 
extremely frightful. 

Accounts from France were full of the 
difputes between their bifhops and their 
pArliaments, and of the fkirmifhes between 
their fmugglers and the troops fent in pur- 
fuit of them. 

Dec* 1 1. About eight o'clock in the 
morning, the Dey ofAlgUrt was aflaflinuted 
in his palace, and the grand treafurer mor- 
tally wounded, by fixfoldiers. 

One of the rebels, after receiving the 
pay, and taking the Dey*8 hand to kifs, 
according to cuftom \ drew a dagger, and 
Ihrull it through his breaf^, then fired a 
piflol, which wounded him in the fide. 
The Dey arofc, calling to his attendants, 
ftftf. *• If among fo many of them, they 
could not deAroy fuch a villain j** and 
then dropped. The firft confpiritor, after 
killing the Dcy, towk off his (tht Dcy's) 
turbant, and putting it on his head, fe.itej 
fiimfelf in his feat, and began to har.tngiie 
the Divan, and the Dey^s fecretaries, who 
weic all fcated n;ar him {Celling them,

The deliberations of the ftatee 
of the Landgraviate of Heffo'CaJfel, alTem- 
bled, turned on the following points s 

1. To take the beft meafures for in* 
violably maintaining the religion, laws and 
conflicutions of the country. 

2. To this end it fhould be exprefsly ftt- 
pulated, that prince Fredonck of Uejfi^ 
when he comes to the regency, fhould not 
have it in his power to alter what is efta* 
blifhed by the faid laws, nor grant any 
church to the Roman catholics for the pub* 
lie exercife of their religion. 

3. That the faid prince fhould not chofe' 
a confeffor out of any orders befides thofe 
that fhall be fpecified. 

4. That the princes, his fons, till they 
are of age, fhould be under the immediate 
dire£tion of the reigning Landgrave or the 
flates of the country, the prince their 
father being quite excluded from the direc* 
tion or care of their education. 

5. That the county of Hattau fhould be 
given tQ the eld«il of thofe princes, upon 
their father'^s acceflion to the regency ot 
the Landgraviate ; it being withal under- 
flood, that the prlnce-poflefTor of the 
county of Hanau mufl profefs the Proteflant 
religion. 

16. And the better to infure the execu- 
tion of thefe arrangements, they ihould be 
* gaa<« 
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guanotied by the kings of Pn/JfiM and 
Penmarkf as alio by the maritime powers 
and the e^-angelic body of the empire. 

Dec* 14. Accounts arrived at Francfort^ 
that the king of l?ru^a^ at the inftancei 
pf the Landgrave of Htfft-Cafftlt was the 
firft that guaranped all the meafurei taken 
by his ferene highnefs for mjuntaining the 
Proteftant religion for ever in hii houfe, 
and throughout his dominion!, notwith- 
ftanding the converfion, or perverfion, of 
^e prince his fon and fuccefTor. 

ZXk. 28. The 14th inflsnt, at fevcn in 
jLhe momin|) a cloud of fire, followed by a 
inoft dreadful clap of thunder, covered the 
whole village of St. jiuhin, fituated in 
horraint between Ligny and Vcid, The 
terror it occaAoned was fo great, that horfes 
and other cattle broke their bridles and 
halters, and ran wildly about the ftreets 
and fiddf. The lightning fell upon the 
fhurch^ in which there w.-re then two 
voong women, who fell fenfelefs to the 
gfoiind I by the fame ila(h the top of the 
confeHion-box, the fteeple-door, and the 
lower windows, were bcf ten down, and the 
walls of the church /haken and cracked. 
Th? lightning made its way through the 
loft or the ftecple, and broke down the 
limbers that fopported the great bell, which 
fell upon the fecund bell, and broke that, 
(together with the dock. The covering of 
ffae (leeple was carried away, and the fouth 
and weft angles beat down : the materials 
were difpcrfed with fo prodigious a force, 
|hat flones were thrown upon the iQe of 
the church above twenty-two yards from 
the fteeplcr, and fome upon adjacent houfes, 
the roofs of which they broke through. It 
Ibrtunatdy happened that no lives were 
loft, nor did any place take fire. The 
fame day they had terrible claps of thunder 
at CoMmerry, three leagues from St. jluifhi ; 
but no damage was done there. 

A body of near 6coo of the bed troops of 
France^ feleftcd and fcnt over, were arrived 
at the lower fort upnn the Oluo, and were 
employed, even in this rigorous feafon, in 
fortifying that country. In Sfpfcm^er IaR, 
the French men of war that brought them 
over, were fern not far from the entrance of 
the river St. Laurence^ into which they 
went, and landed at Sluelec* After a /hort 
ftay there, they were feen by our Indian 
traders pa/llng the lakes Ofzocga and Erie, 
in a prodigious number of battoesj of which 
the fevtral governors received notice.

overflowed the cellars on the north fide of 
the ftreet, fo aa to force up the boards of 
many of the firft floors, and filled feveral 
ihops sad parlours two feet deep ; the mar« 
ket-ftalls were laihed to fign-poits, to pre- 
vent their being carried off with the flood. 
The inundation was thought to proceed 
from a cloud breaking between Cbtvelty and 
that place ; for the torrent was fo imme- 
diate, the inhabitants had no time to help 
themfelves; it came with fuch rapidity 
that it beat down two people in croffing 
the ftreet, fo that with great difficulty 
they faved their Ihta, Its force was fo 
great that it difplaced grave-flones in the 
church-yard, and removed pews in the 
church. The water was four feet deep 
in feveral houfes, particularly the Star-Inn, 
where it came in with fuch ftrength that 
if a wall in the yard had not given way, 
Vid two men been placed to hold the gates 
of the yard open, the whole houfe muft 
have been foon beaten down ; in the cel- 
lar twenty-eight hogfheads of beer and two 
pipes of wine were ftaved and all loft. The 
damage done in the town was upwards of 
1000/. 

The A/cide and Lyt French Alps of war 
were taken by admiral Bofcawen off the 
banks of Newfoundland.

to have been buried there fome time before 
cbriftianity prevailed in Scctltwd, near 
1100 yean ago. 

There was the greateft fill of rain ever 
known in the north of Enrlandf which 
fwelled all the rivers^ and du a great deal 
of damage to the neighbouring fields; in 
particolaTy the rivers of Spej and Findbom 
lofe above twelve feet perpendicular more 
than ufualy and carried off a great deal of 
timber, grain, cattle, £^r.

The herring nOiery proved fo fuccefsful 
ilia icafon, that the vefTela employed in it 
voaght 30,000 banels into Yarmouth, and 
he adjacent ports. 

Oa, 30. Don Felix de Abrew Bertodaiio, 
tnigbt of the order of. St. James^ envoy- 
straoidinary from his Catholic majefty, 
lad a private audience of his Majefty, and 
leliveied hit letters of credence. 

At jtmt^uMf they had, on.Novemhtr 1, 
t fioBall (hock of an earthquake, as aifo at 
9srhmJtaf at both which places the fea 
:bbed and fldwed in a furprifing manner. 
%t B^/hnf in New EMg/anJ, they had a 
hock of near two minutes continuance, 
rbich did fome damage to the buildings, 
lOt no lives were lod. 

The earthquake was felt at G/ukftaJt, in 
he dachy of Hoffteh, and the Eidar, which 
eparatet the old town from the new, which 
be caft winds had rendered low for fome 
•ayt before, was much agitated, and rofe to 

great height, as well as the waters of all 
be livers in that duchy. Ships at fea to 
be S. W. of Cape F'miftere were ilrangely 
fleded, fo that themaftersand crews ima- 
ined they had ftruck upon funken rocks, 
ad captain Charles Elliot of the Brifiolz*!' 
7, being in his cjbin, between ten and 
levett at noon, heard anoife which feemed 
ke caikt rolling about the fl)ip*s deck, &c» 
ni daring the whole time, about feven or 
ght minutes, the (hip continued her 
>Drfc at the rate of about three miles an 
Mir, the water wat clear, and the fea no 
ore in motion than could be expeded 
om the finall gales that then blew. The 
eateft damiget by this earthquake were 
ftained in the kingdoms of Spain and 
rfMgalm It was felt all over the former. 



The moft confiderable mountkins of the 
latter were rent, and pieces of them thrown 
into the vallies/ nor did any town efcape 
without fome marks of ruin : nay, it was 
felt at Tariffa, but a fmall diftance from 
the Straits of Gibraltar, At Cadi^, in 
Spain, the ihocks began at about ten in the 
morning, and lafted for C\x minutes^^ which 
(hook the ground fo, that perfons could 
not Hand upon their feet. An hour af- 
terwards the fea fwelled (which was calm 
before, with fcarce a breath of air ftirring) 
all round the city, broke down great part 
of the walls, from the Caletta to the ca(Ue, 
and overflowed the ftreets thereabouts, by 
which a great many perfons loft their lives, 
and the whole city was a fceoe ofmifery 
and defolation. At the fame time the like 
misfortune happened in the ifland, ac 
Chiehlana, Medina, Port Real, Cheres, and 
St Lucar, at the latter of which places the 
water rofe upwards of thirty feet in two 
minotes time, a great many were drowned, 
fome eftates were quite ruined, and much 
damage done to the (hipping. At Seville, 
about the fame hour in the morning, the 
defolation was terrible, the roofs of the 
houfes, the fteeplea and lofty towers of 
the churches fell down, and few buildinga 
were left (landing, but what required imme- 
diate repairs, and all the villages in that 
neighbourhood were entirely demolKhed; 
but, through mercy, not more than four 
perfons lo(l their lives. On the fecond, at 
Ayamonte, the fea broke in and drowned 
about 2000 perfons. At Oporto, in Por* 
tugal, the flux and reflux was fo fudden^ 
that in two minutes the river rofe and fpU 
Ave or (ix feet. St. Uhet was entirely fwaU 
lowed up, and the cafe was little better 
with Coimhra, Setuvailt and many other 
places, and Faro was entirely ruined. As 
Lijhon, the capital city of Portugal, feems, 
however, to have been the particular mark 
of the Divine difpleafure, and of this horrid 
wreck of nature; of its dreadful fate 
we (hall fubjoin the following account. 
The earthquake on the flrft of the month 
began at three quarters pa(l nine in the 
morning, and lafted near feven minutes, 
which threw down the major part of the 
city) about four hours after, they felt 
two more dreadful (hocks, but of fliorter 
duration; no day was free from a (hock, 
for faveral days after the firCt. Either the 
(hocks or fire deftroyed the richeft and 
trading part of that city, together with the 
King*s palace, convents, churches, (Sic* 
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about 70,000 PtriMguefe and other natioat 
were deftrojed, though (God be praifcd) 
not above ten or twelve EugRfi that were 
known of. Not a houfe of the EngTA 
fA€tory efcaped the cooA^gratioa, tne 
greater part faving nothing but a little caih, 
and fome their books, except a very few 
who happily fared botht in a word, it was 
ftridly fpeaking, a general ruin, the richeft 
and pooreft being reduced to one common 
level, and obliged to encamp in the open 
fields with hardly a bed to lie on. The 
cuftom-houfe wu fwallowed up* 

Jt may be remarked, that the f.rtk of 
Noveaiher it the feftival of AH Sainta, which 
ii appointed at Lt/hom for the celebration of 
the jtuto dt Ti\ and at on thofe days in- 
fttltt are frequently oflfered to Proteftant 
ftran^ert, if met in the ftreett, moftof the 
gent<< men of the Engl't/b fadory generally 
go the nijht before to their conntnr houfei, 
and do not return till the fecond of Novcm* 
her. To this unhappy bigotry, which 
brought many of the country inhabitants 
to Lijhcn to fee the ibew, the great lofs of 
the Parttiguejey and, on the other hand, 
the prefervation of the EHgiiJbf was faid to 
be owing. In 1531, there was an earth- 
quake at Li/hoH, by which about 1400 
houfet were overthrown, and 600 more 
were fo much (haken that they were 
ready to fall, and many of their churches 
were rafed to the ground. The like cala- 
nity happened to that city about 200 yeirs 
before. 

An Irijb Jefuit laid acalculatton before 
the King of the number killed by the 
earthquake on the firft of NovaKhfr, where- 
in he fays, that in the city snd fuburbs 
there were 70,000 families, and from thence, 
and the lifts of the dead from the different 
pari/hes then drawn out, concluded the 
r umber amounted to more than 70,000 per- 
ions loft : this account was believed to be 
very moderate, fome other calculations 
making it more than 8c,ooo. A violent 
ilrnch continued, which occafioned the 
King to pablifti an ordinance forbidding the 
digi^ing and removal of any rubbi/b, for fear 
an epidemical difeafe fliould break out 
among them, till his Majefty fliould give 
orders for the fame. The number of the 
plunderers hanged round the city amounted 
to about 370. 

N<^, 3. His Majefty^s fliip Gojport was 
carried into the dock at Portfmeutb to be 
cleaned ; about half an hour paft ten in.the 
morning, which was very foon after (he 
was had iO| ihc was obkrved to pitch for- 



ward with her head deep In the water, and 
immediately to recover it, and pitch as deep 
in with her ftnai the water abont ha 
was greatly agiuted, and the dock gatct 
forced open about fii inches* 

At a very coniiderable diftancc was a 
large bafon, which had not the leaft can- 
munication with this dock, and in it wert 
the Bertoick, Dcverf and a large &ip^ 
which had lately difcharged a caifoe of tir ; 
thefe, and the Hejfau^ which lay along fids 
the jetty, at the Ume inftant felt the fliock, 
with this difference, that inftead of pitch* 
ing they rolled very violently \ and what is 
very extraordinary, not one of thiA wha 
were on the land could perceive hinfelf 
aflfeded by it, or that the earth under, or 
abojt them, moved. 

The lame agitation was perceived in the 
ponds in Smrrey and Kfnt\ in the rivers aal 
on the fea fliores of IKi/rs, C$ntwMU, Hut^ 
tlr.f^dsnjhire, Bedfcrdf^irtf iMdStwitaadi it 
Kir. fait in JrelaiUf the fea fwelled noa 



r/i 
them and rolled in, in a furpfifing 
ner; and at Cork a very confiderable Aode 
of an earthquake was felt at the fane diae, 
as alfo in IrtM parifli, in CmmktrUmi, aad 
at jimfterdam, and many other parts of 
Hcliand, The Eii>e, XP^/cr, and many rivets 
in Germany, were alfo extraordinarily agi- 
tated. 

At the fame time, there was a viokoC 
earthquake at Madrid, which held fix or 
feven minutes, and obliged the royal family 
to leave the Efcurial; feveral houfet fell, 
and fome perfons were killed thereby. At 
Ofprto they bad alfo feveral violent ftiocks 
for near eight minutes, which did fooM 
mifchief. Cadiz and Seville were in like 
manner aflfedtcd, at the former of which 
places the water rofe twenty-two feet per- 
pendicular, overflowed the city, and de- 
ftroyed many lives. The earthquake fcvere* 
ly (hook the ifland of Sardinia, in whkh 
the rivers overflowed, and did a great deal 
of mifchief. It was alfo felt in Ci^a, 
and on the coaft of Barhary, where the 
city of Alglcrt fuffered confiderable da- 
mage. 

N<n', 5. The tide rofe To high In the 
liver Carrcrtf in Setland, that it overflowed 
its banks, laid many acres of fine arable 
land under water, and broke down a very 
(Irong dam-head, which had never before 
been down, either with any fwelUng of the 
water or tide, in the memory of man. The 
damage done to the fields, and the naviga* 
tion of 'the river, was very great.

** Since your laft feflion, I have takco 
fuch meafuret aa might be moft condodve 
to the protedion of our poflfeffiona in Ame^ 
riea, and to the regasmng of fuch paits 
thereof, as had been encroached upon, or 
invaded, in violation of the peace, and con- 
trary to the faith of the moft folcmn trea* 
ties. 

*' For this purpofe; the maritime force 
of thit kingdom hat been got ready witk 
the utmoft application and expedition, and 
been principally employed; fome land 
forces have been fent from hence to N»rtk 
jimerica\ and all proper encouragement 
hat been given to the feveral coloniet there^ 
to exert themfelvet in their own defence, 
and in the maintenance of the rights and 
poflTefliont of Great^Britam, 

** With a fincere deflre to preferve nqr 
people from the calamities of war, aa 
well at to prevent, in the midft of thefe 
troubles, a general war from being lighted 
up in Europe, I have been always ready to 
accept realonable and honourable terms of 
accommodation; but none fuch have hi- 
therto been propofed on the part of Franetm 
I have alfo confined my views and opera- 
tiont to hinder France from making new 
encroachments, or fupporting thofe already 
made ; to exert our right to a fatisfa£Bon 
for hoftilitiet committed in a time of pro- 
found peace; and to difappoint fuch de- 
/igns, at, from various appearances and 
preparations, there is reafoa to think, have 
been formed againft my kingdoms and do* 
miniont. 

" By thefe methodt, I have purfued the 
plan which I formerly pointed out to you, 
and for which 1 had the iatlsfadioo to re- 
ceive 
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ctive the ftrongeft aflurances of your Ti|a- 
rous fupports. 

** "Wnat other power can objeA to pro- 
ceedings fo abfolutely necefl'ary to our own 
defence and fecarity ? My good brother, 
the king of Spa'tn^ fees with concern thcfc 
differences; and the part which hegene- 
loudy takes in the common welfare of 
Eurepti makes him earneftly wifli the pre- 
fervation of the public tranquility. He 
has alfo given afTurances, that he will coo- 
tinae in the fame pacific fentiments. 

« In purfuing thefe great ends^ I make 
no doubt of the vigorous and chearful fup- 
port of my Parliament ; and that, whilft I 
am engaged in this jufl and national caufe, 
the afle^tionate aflfurances which they gave 
me the \*(i feilioai will beeffe^ually made 
good. In confcquence thereof^ I h^ve 
greatly increaied my naval armaments; 
augmented my land forces in fuch a manner 
as might be the Icaft burtheni'ome ; and 
have concluded a treaty with the emprefs of 
Mujfiaf and another with the Landgrave of 
BeJi'Cafelf which fhall be laid before 
you." 

" Gentlemen of the Houfe ofCcmrnym, 

*« I have ordered the proper officers to lay 
before ynu eftimates for the fervice of the 
enfuingyear, and likewife accounts of the 
extraordinary ezpcnces which have beenmade 
this year, in purfuance of the power given 
ine by Parliament. I fee, with great con- 
«rrny that the necefT.irv fervices before 
mentionr'f will rr-iuire large fupplies. I

Nov. 19. The grand city of Mequlnex 
in Africa, was buried in the bowels of 
the earth by a violent fhock, which like* 
wife fwallowed up at feverai leagues dif^r 
tance two camps of moving Arabs, upwards 
of 400 tents, containing twenty-five or 
thirty perfons each, with a large track of 
country: the city of Fras efcaped little 
better, not half the buildings and inha- 
bitants remaining. Moroccot and that 
neighbourhood, alfo fuffered greatly. 

The Indiani in the French intereil con- 
tinued their depredations at the back of 
Virginia, burning the plantations, and fcalp- 
ing or carrying off the inhabitants. 

Orders were given by the court 
of lieutenancy of London, for the fix regi- 
ments of militia to be exercifed in the 
Artillery-ground, by four companies each 
day.

An augmentation of one ferjeant» one 
corporal, and feventeen private taen, was 
ordered to each company, in every regi- 
ment of foot ill Great' Britain, and eight 
men to each troop of the blues commanded 
by Sir John Ligtnier, Artillery was alfo 
draughted off to the feveral regiments in 
country quarters, and the officers of the 
ordnance promifcd a reward for the dif« 
covery of concealed fire arms. 

Packet boats were eftabliflied at F«/- 
mnttbf by the poftmafler general} for car- 
rying on a regular monthly correfpondence 
to the J^efi- India and North America, 

The alTembly of Virginia having lately 
laid on a kind of poll-tax, a lift of thofe 
liable was made out, by which it appeared, 
that they were 40,443 whites, and 60,755 
blacks, liable to this ux. No white wo- 
men pays, and the men only from fixteen to 
fifty i but the black women all pay. The 
troops in the pay of that colony were 
ordered to be augmented to 1000 men, 
under the command of colonel George 
Wajbingt(,n\ the officers received their 
beating inftruf\ions, and were immediately 
to fet out, to raife their feveral companiri. 

Captain R^vfe, in a twenty gun fliip, 
brought to St.' johni three French veflTela 
l.tdea with fi/h, which he took on the 
coaft of Ntiofcuniiland\ after which he 
rcturncJ to that illand, Unded his men, 
dcfiroved ihc huts of Xht French fifhers on 
the coai^, drove the proplc up the country, 
and brought away two ftiip loads of cured 
tifh.

" His Majcfty having received from his 
ambaffador at Madrid, a certain account of 
the fatal and d plorable event which hap- 
pened at Li/hcn on the firft inHant, by an 
earthquake, which had laid wafle almoft the 
whole city, and deftroycJ many thoufands 
of the inhabitants; in conrrquence where- 
of, thofe who remained muft be reduced to 
the utmoftdiftrcfs ; and his Majelty beini; 
moved with the gieatcft concern fur fo good 



and faithful an ally, u the lung of Pertagtlg 
and with the utmoft companion for tbc 
diftrefles, to which that kingdom noft be 
reduced ; wherein great nombera of Ids 
Majefty*s own fubje^t were refident, aid 
many more interefted, recommended to tbt 
Houfe of Lords the confideration of diii 
dreadful and cztenfive calamity, whkh 
could not fail deeply to afteA the hearts of 
all perfons who had any fenfe of reiigioip 
or humanity ; and defired the concuncace 
and affiftance of the Houfe of hatitf h- 
fending fuch fpeedy and cftieAua) relief ai 
would be fuitable to fo aflliAiog and pirf* 
fing an exigency.** 

The Lords in their addrefiy in anfiw 
to this gracious melFage, returned his Ha- 
jefty their thanks for it, and expreflfed their 
juft fenfe of his royal concern for the gnsl 
misfortune that had befiUlen the king of 
Portugal i and for his generous compaffien 
of the unhappy fufferen.

a fevere one, which threw down moft of 
the hoofci that had bees left ftanding, and 
D d hvried 
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Imried 300 perfoBt ander the ruini. On 
the 9th of DictmbeTf a (hock was felt all 
over Francunidy BobemMf Bavgriay Svit- 
tier/andf the north of Italy and the fouth of 
Trance, which was fo violent in fome 
places > as to throw down or damage feve- 
ral houfei ; and on the nth another was 
lelt in moft of the fame places. And on 
the 26th in the evening and next mornings 
feveral (hocks were felt at Afaeftricbt, Liege, 
BruJfeU, and other parts of the Netberhmii, 
which were fo violent at Slwtjncj, that the 
banacks were thrown down» and upwards 
of 600 foldiers cruflied to death or very 
much bruifed. Befides thefe we had ac- 
counts of earthquakes having been felt on 
fever^ other days ; and that at Brigue in 
the Valait, they continued from the nrft to 
the 1 5th ult. by which moft of the houfes 
in the town were thrown down. Thefe 
ihocks produced in many places very ex* 
traordinary effedls ; for in lome the waters 
Sn the fprings and little fivers turned aU 
moft as red at blood, and in othen the ground 
Opened in divert places, and through the 
cracks or chaims watcrr gufhed out* bub- 
bling and boiling, as if there had been 
fire underneath. 

There like wife were extraordinary iaun- 
datioNS at feveral places upon the conti- 
nent of Eurcpe, particularly at jlvigmotif 
where the river Rtone rofe in France, 
at leaft twelve feet above what was ever 
known, by which the t:rcatcft part of that 
city, and the country for a league round, 
were laid under water: the people were 
forced to betake themfelves to the tops of 
their houfes, froxr A\hence they were brought 
oft' in boats ; all their fiour, bread, and 
proviiions, were fpoih ; and a& all the corn- 
mills were deniolifhcd, before they could 
Y.ex a fufficicnt fuiply, bre;iii rofe to fix 
livre£ a rmind, fo that the poor were in 
iianger of Oarving.

It was ordered by his Majefty in coun- 
cil, that Charles Knowlet^ efq. governor of 
Jamaica, be permitted to rcifign that go« 
vemment, agreeable to his requeft of Julf 
a5th laft.

Some lighten load- 
ed with dcf't took tire» and having burnt 
their mnoriogt, tell down with the tide 
through Lotft/off-bridge and fet feveral ihips 
on fire, particularly the Roftt Slaidtf from 
MaryUndf whofe quarters were burnt, and 
another Aip waa aihore at Rotbtrbltbtf 
which wat cut from her moorings to pre- 
vcoc iier being burnt.

'< The unwarrantable proceedings of 
the French in <he Wefi-Udiett and Ntrtb 
Jiwurica, fince the condufion of the treaty 
of Aix-la-CbapeUe, and the uiiirpations and 
encroachments made by them upon cur 
territories, and the fettlements of our fub- 
je£h in thofe parts, particularly in our 
province of Nova»S£otia, have been {9 
notorious, and fo frequent, that they can- 
not but be looked upon as a fufficient evi- 
dence of a formed dcfign and refolution in 
that court, to purfue invariably fuch mea* 
fures, as ihould moil effeAually promote 
their ambitious views, without any regani 
to the moft folemn treaties and engage- 
mentst We have not been vrantingi on our 
part, to make, from time to timet ^ 
moil (erious rcprefesitationft to theFr^cr^ 
king, upon thdfe repeated afts of violence, 
and to endeavour to obtain redrefs and fatis- 
fadion for the injuries done to oar £ubje£b» 
and to prevent the like caufes of complaint 
for the future $ but though frequent af- 
furances have been given, that every thing 
ihould be fettled agreeable to the treatiea 
fubiiiUng between the two crowns, and 
particularly that the evacuation of the four 
neutral iflands in the H^cjl Indies (hould be 
effeded (which was expreftly proroifed to 
our ambaflador in France) the execution of 
thefe afllirances, and of the treaties on 
which they were founded, has been evaded 
under the moft frivolous pretences ; and the 
unjuftifiahle praAices of the Frencb go- 
vernors, and of the officers ailing ander their 
authority, were ilill carried on, till, at 
length, in the month of jlpril, 17 54, they 
broke out in open n{\t of hoftillty, when^ 
in time of profound p?ace, without any 
declaration of war, and without any -pre- 
vious notice given, or application made, a 
body of Frencb troops, under thecomm.ind 
of an officer bearing the Frencb king*! 
commiffioo, attacked in a hoftile manner, 
and poiTeifed themfdves of the Eng/ijb forC 
on the Ohio in Nertb-America, 

" But notwithftanding this aA of hofti- 
Tity, wiiich could not but be looked upon 
as a commencement of war, yet, from 
our earneft deiire of peace, and in hopes 
the court of France would difavow this 
violence and injullice, we contented our- 
fclves with fending fuch a force to JmerUa^ 
£ ea at 
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as u-as injir,.enrably nccedary for the im- 
mediate defence and protection of our Tub* 
jcds again (I frefli attacks and i:]rul'.s. 

" la the mean time great naval arma- 
mrnts wsre preparing in the ports cf France, 
and a cjniiderable body of Frcmh troops 
cmbjrice i for Nirtb-A'nericM'^ and though 
th^ French ambjflador «ati fent back to 
F.n^tjnd with fpecioui pruirflions of a de- 
fire to acc<>mraodate thefe difl^'srences, yet 
it ypprared, that their r;al defign was only 
to 54:11 li.ne f.;r the pafTage of thofe troops 
t'» jlrrericaf w!)ich ihcy haped would fe- 
ciifc the fiipeiiority of the Fremcb forces in 
thofe part*, and enable them to carry tii.ir 
ambi iuus and oppr.ilive projects into exe- 
cution. 

*' In thcTc circumftances we could not 
but think it incumbent up )n ua, to endea- 
vour to prevent the fuccefs of fo dangerous 
■ defigOi and to oppofe the landing of the 
French troops in Awinca \ and in confc- 
quence of the juft and neceflfary meafures 
we had taken lor that purpofe, the French 
ambaflador was immc^B lately recalLd from 
our court, the fortifications of Dunkirk^ 
which had been rrpairing for fome time, 
were enlarged ; t^eal bodies of troops 
marched down to the coaft ; and our king- 
doms were threatened with an invalion. 

" In order to prevent the execution of 
thefe de(ign% and to provide forthefccu- 
rity of our kingdoms, which were thus 
thrc'.Ttned, we could no longer forbear 
givi;i3 orders for the fcizing :>t fca the fhips 
cf the Fierch kin,;, and his fubjeCls. Not- 
withfl.ii:.r:ng wliich, cs wc were ftill un- 
willing :u f;ivc up all hoprs that an accom- 
modaii-Jii nii^Iit Iw clVefteJ, we have con- 
tenic 1 oarfclvcs hitherto with detaining the 
faid {hi<;s, and prefeiving th-.'ni, and, as 
far as it was poiTiblc, their cargoc 1 entire, 
v.ithout proceeding to the comifcatirui of 
thim ; but it being now evident, by the 
h-iPt'iic invaficn att'.nllv made by the French 
k"»^ of our ill-nd of Mir.ircjf that it is the 
determined rcfolotion of that court to 
hLarktn to no terms of peace, but to carry 
oil the ujr, which has been Kng begun on 
their r-''^ ^''^ *^* utmoft violence, we 
can nj lo:iter remain, confiftently with 
wh:.: we owe to our own honour, and to 
the wc|:are of our fiibjeft^, within thofe 
bounds, which from a defirc of peace, we 
liaJ hitherto obferved. 

«• We have therefore thought proper to 
declare war j and we do hereby drdare war 
agjinft the Fmcb king, who hath fo un- 
juftly begun it, rrlying on the help of 
Almighty Gcdj in ourjull uoderukiag.

the Hague, and, after nis unfortunate 
taftrophoy was fucceflively empbyed, in 
le moft fecretc •inmiffioni, by the duke de 
'^trida, cardinal^i^erMri, an J by count Ziti' 
ndirf, thelmperalroinifter. In 17339 after 
sruin ftipulations between him and the 
licfs of the Cgrfican malecontenti, at Lfg" 
wn, he agreed to become their king, and, 
rriving in that iHand with the afTiftance of a 
irge quantity ofmilitary ftores, onMar. 1$, 
736, he wai eJe^ed their monarch, in a 
leneral diet, «nd crowned >^^r;/ 15, 1736, 
eftituting at his coronation a new order of 
snighthood, called the order of the Re- 
lemption, of which he named himfelf 
I'and mailer.

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Eugiand, was arrefted, and detained fome 
years a prifoner in the King*s-bcnch and 
Fleet prifons^till releafed by the lateaA of 
infolvency.

1757, Jan. i^, A proclamadon wtt or-

crwjrdy with bis hat on, and itiade hii 
iraj to the K.ing*t (^crfon, through the 
;avdc, oflE o/whom he even fhoved againft 
Jie Dauphin, and ftruck bis Majef^y in the 
ight fide, of which, however, the King 
xiljr complained by faying, « Thar ooan 
b«s given me a violent blow, he muft be 
rither mad or drunk :** but having per 
reived that hit hand, which he dipped to 
bis fide, was bloody, he faid, « I am 
wounded, feiae that fellow, but do not kill 
bim.** His Majefty was immediately car* 
ried to his apartment* The wound, whidi 
from the very firft was not thought diingerous, 
was given with a (harp-pointed knife, which 
glanced upwards between the fourth and 
fifth rib, and not of any confiderable depth; 
and, at the firll drefling, it was even 
jadgcd that the cure would be fpeedy. That 
night the King flept an hour and a quarter. 
The villain who committed this attempt 
was named Damien, and a native of jlrras. 
The weapon he made ufe of was found up- 
on him, and proved to be a common dafp 
knife with two blades. At firft it was 
feared it mtghc have been poifoned, but he 
alTured the contrary ; and the experiments 
made with it on feveral animals made good 
bis aflfertion. The wound was fo flight, 
that his Majef^y Was able to aflifl, on the 
9tb, at a council that was held at f^rr- 
fiilla. 

Jan. If. This day between two and three 
o'clock in the morning, at Norwich they 
bad a flight fhcck of an earthquake, pre- 
ceded by a rumbling noife in the air. It

figned. And the council, with feveral 
other proprietors who were named for that 
purpofe, were defired to prepare fuch pe« 
tition. 

Jan, 24. A moft dreadful fire hap^ 
pened a: MortoA HampJIead, in Deifon^ 
fitri^ which fpread fu i^St (mod of the 
houfes being thatched) that the inhabitants 
were terribly alarmed with the apprehenflon 
of the whole town being def^royed : but by 
the unwearied endeavotirs of the people in 
covering their houfes with hides and other 
things, to prevent the flames catching the 
thatch, the fire was providentially extin« 
guKhed, without more than fix houfes be* 
ing entirely confumed. 

Jan, 28. An exprefs arrived at the 
Admiralty from Portfmoutb, which brought 
an account of the refolution of the court- 
martial to the following purpofe : « The 
court-martial were of opinion, that admiral 
Byng did not do his utmoft to engage the 
enemy, and therefore were of opinion, that 
he was fallen under part of the twelfth ar- 
ticle of war, and adjudged and fentenced 
him to be fhot to death ; but as It did not 
appear t(t the court, that it was through 
cowardnefs or difa^e£lion, they unani« 
moufly recommended him to mercy.** 

The twelfth article referred to is aa 
follows : '< Every perfon in the fleet, who 
through cowardice, negligence, or difaf- 
feftion, fhall, in time of a^ion, withdraw 
or keep back, or not come into the fight, 
or engagement, or fhall not do his utmoffc 
to take or deflroy every (hip which it fhall 
be his duty to engage, and to aflifl and re- 
lieve all and every of his Majef^v's fhips, or 
thofc of his allies, which it fhall be hit 
duty to afilfl and relieve, every fiich perfon 
fu offending, and being convicted thereof 
by the fentence of a court-martial, fhall 
fuffer death.**

At T^rnnt-iti-Vintt^ 
the iame ihocks threw down all the houfes 
lad chnrches, fo that the (Ireets were no 
■ore to be diftinguiflied, but all was a heap 
if flones and rubbiib ; the furface of the 
esfth in fomc pbces was parted and rolled 
into the itai^ in others you beheld portions 
nf land, at a diftance from the fea fliore, 
left niuJtered, bat fuxrounded with waters.

csUe between fome Iflands, by the inter-

enormous mafly blocks continually thrown 
4own from the rorks, snd vaft gulphs ab- 
&»rbed cvtrj thing within their reach. The 



ifle of Pico fdt all thefe fliocks.in a weaker 
decree, except in that part of it oppofite to 
the ifle of St. Gnrge, which fufl'ered great- 
ly, and eleven perfons periflied. The day 
of the fir/l Oiock tlie fea was in a violent 
agitation \ the waves entered furioufly upon 
the ifle of St. George, in a direction from 
weft to eafl ; but at the ifle of Pico from 
eafl to well, and from fouth to weft at (7r«- 
ciofa. The ifle of Fayal felt but a fltghc 
commotion, and the agitation of the fea was 
hardly fenfible. In the iflands of St. Ml" 
ckae! and St. Mary, only one ordinary 
fliock was perceived. The illes of FUurs 
and C<trvo were the only ones entirely ex- 
empt from this difafler.

treat ; and though he left a garrifon in Ha- 
melcnt yet as the place was far from being 
well fortified, the garrifon werr foonobl'g* 
ed tu accept of an honourable capitula- 
tion, and the French found in the town, 
fixty brafs cannf^n, feveral mortars, f^rty 
ovens, part of the equipage of the Duke's 
army, large quantities of provifion and am- 
munition, and a $reat many fick and wound- 
ed, who, nut being included in the cap-tu- 
lation, remained prifoners of war. After 
t}^e battle, the duke of Cumberlai*d, with 
his army, retreated firll to Nyenburg, thrn 
tt) Ifoy/zni laftly to Ferden, aUei having 

fcut 
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fent all the magazinei, and the ficlc and 
wounded that were at Nyenburg, away from 
that place. The French being t!:Qs left 
mailers of the field, they fent a detachment 
cf 2000 men to the city of Hanover, and 
took pofTeflion of it on the 19CI1. 

There was the greatcft quantity of wheat 
at the corn market in Mark-lane^ that 
had been feen for twelve months pad, which 
reduced the price feven (billings per quarter. 

The fleet from the Streighn arrived, un- 
der the convoy of the Jeifeyy Sir fVtliiam 
Surnaiy, and was efteemed worth 3,000,000 
ilerling. By this happy event the poor 
"weaversy &c» in SpitmlfeUs, who were 
flarving, were relieved from their diftreii. 
The Jcrfev had taken prices to the value of 
50,000/. fence her being in thofe feas. 

Ninety- two fail of fliips from the Let" 
var^iflaodsy arrived under convoy of the 
Anfw, Surprvcff and the Trial Hoop : thir- 
ty-eight fail more belonging to Ireland and 
BriJIol, were feen in fafety to their refpec- 
tive ports. 

Great quantities of grain of all forts were 
imported from foreign parts, as well as the 
plantations, which reduced the price of 
corn in mofl parts of the kingdom. 

Camps were formed on Bar ham Downs, 
at Cbatbam, ntzt Dorcbefer and Sjll/bury, 
in Buckingbampire, and at Cla^bam, to 
which places trains of artillery were feot. 

A great number of rick prizes were taken 
by the cruziers and privateers this month, 
))articu1arly from St. Dirrungo and the prince 
of Con:it Eafi Indlanuxn. The Granville 
of 36 guns, and 370 men, blew up in an 
engagement with the Britannia, Fowler, 
and all the hands, but four, perifhed. 

The queen dowager of Prujpa, died on 
the 2Sth of June, at her palace of Mcntbi- 
jou, aged 73. Her Majclly was fifter to 
our Sovereign.

Thefe feveral augmentations amounted to 
38,420 men ; and confequently the French 
army (witliout reckoning the militia and 
the invalids, above 67,000) was compofed 
of 169,000 men.

According to this calculation then, there 
were 160,000 regular troops employed j 
there will remain above 40,000 men for all 
the ^rrifons, from Sedan to the frontiers of 
Swtzert'arJ, as alfo for thofc of RcuJUUm 
and Guiexne, without fpeaking of F/suders 
and the coaft.

cern, which he has always (hewn for the 
fafety and prcfervation of his people, if he 
omitted any means in his |>ower, which 
may be neceH'ary for their defence.

ligence he has received of the preparations 
making by FrMtice to invade this kingdom. 
To declare our utmoft indignation and ab- 
horrence of fuch a defign ; and that we 
will, with united duty, zeal, and affedion, 
at the hazard of our lives and fortunes, 
iland by and defend his Majefty againft any 
fuch prefumptuouf and defperate attempt. 
To exprefs the juft fenfe we have of his 
Majefty^t goodnefs to his people, in omit- 
ting no means in his power which may tend 
to their defence \ and in his intention to 
call out and employ the militia, if it ihall 
be foiipd neceiTary, for that purpofe; and to 
give his Majefty the ftrongeft aflurances,

The city of Sapbet, about ten leagues 
ftant, was entirely overthrown, and the 
reateft part of its inhabitants perifhed by 
le fall of the houfes. 

The (hocks were terrible at Damas, which 

three journies from Seyde ; all the mi- 
nets and a number of houfes were thrown 
>wn, and fix thoufand fouls perifhed. 

Several other (l^ocks were felt fuccef- 
^cly ciil the %^throf Nwember, which did 



not do much more damage; they thought 
their alarms at an end ; when, on that day, 
about (c^tn in the evening, the (hock re- 
commenced in a manner fo terrible, that 
many edifices were thrown down, and the 
earth trembled under their feet all the time 
they were running to the fields. 

The next day about four in the morning, 
it was fucceded by others fiill more dread- 
ful, and when day-light came it difcovcred 
the difnul effe£ts, the neighbouring towns 
prefenting nothing but heaps of ruins. 
The city was no longer habitable. 

Baibec, which was fifteen leagues from 
hence on the fide of Bdmnt LiBan^ and an 
ancient caftle built by the Remam^ with 
(tones, of which three were fufficient to 
form the arch of a large vault, were entirely 
deftroyed. 

Dec* 13. It was refolved by the com- 
mons in the parliament of Jrtlandy that 
the exportation of live cattle from that 
kingdom, would be prejudicial to the trade 
and manufactures thereof. 

During the prefeot war, there had beea 
taken or deftroyed, twenty-(even Frtnch

Meijfen wat filled 
with combuftiblet placed in iuch a mannrr^ 
that by one fingle match, the enormous ma- 
gazines formed there could be at once redu- 
ced to afties. 

The plague broke out again at Smyrna \ 
and by the heavy and continual rains which 
fell during the winter, the country was for 
the moft part overflowed : fo that their dayt 
were thofe of fadnefs, being aflailed at the 
fame time by a devouring contagion, by 
earthquakes, and by the dread of a cruel 
famine. 

June 2. Six fquadrons of Zeitben^i and 
Kleift^i hufTars, under the command of the 
PruJ/ian major Zetmar, were attacked at 
NicbtwitK in Saxony, near Torvau, by the 
troops of Lafcy and Licbtenftein, and the 
Saxon regiments of Zetfcb'wirx, Renard, 
and Grofwitz.

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June 6. The marriage of the princefi I 
o» the Brazils, daughter to the king of I

with great pomp, and fucceflive rejoicings, 
for three nights j all the foreign minifters 
joined in the public demonftrations of joy 
on this occafion, which fecured the Pertif 
guefe from the poffibility of a difputed fuc- 
ceffion, except the Pope's Nuncio, M. ^c 
eiajMolif who had received a cardinart hat, 
•nd he thought fit to keep the wiadowi and 
doon of his houfe clot'e (hut up the whole 
time, and flriflly forbid his domefttcs to 
fuflfcr the lead appearance of light to be feen 
from any part of his houfe; fo that even 
the neceiTiry and ufual ligbti were not 
ufcd. This indecent behaviour favoured a 
fufpicion, that AcciajuoTt had been tamper- 
ing in a confpiracy with the King*t two 
brothers, Don Jofepb^ and Don Antmlo^ 
which obliged his Majefty to banifli him 
from his dominions, and come to an open 
rupture with the court of Rome, Don 7«- 
fepb and Don Antonio were foon after con- 
iined, by the King's order, in two cells of 
the convent of Bojaco*

Cr^/ being abandoned by the Hanovertftf 
opened its gates to the troops of the prince 
jtavkr of Sax»ay. 
The fame day the prince of Brwafvlck 
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ctnfed the French to be attacked unuer 
H^mrhcurg by the hereditary I'rince, lord 
Craubyf and general Spcrkcn : vfter an en- 
gagement of four houri, the Britijh troops 
drove Monf. Fijchtr out of JVarboutgy who 
faavittg pafl*ed the Dymtl with his army^ 
marched to H^oikmiftn* 

Admiral RoJiin, who was lately forced 
by a ftorm to Spitheail, had joft before, 
while he was lying off Han/re de Gractf to 
watch the mouth of the Seiner driven five 
flat bottomed boats, loaded with cannon 
and fliot, aihorcy and duftroyed them with 
the fort at port BaffiH ; at the fame time 
ten others, with great difficulty, efcaped 
into the river Orwe^ leading to Cseu, 

Tiiey were remaricable fine veiTeh, up- 
wards of 100 feet long, and capable to con- 
tain from three to five hundred men for a 
night's ran. This fuccefs had the defired 
t^t€tf the enemy having unloaded 100. 
•tbers that were ready to fail, and fent 
them all up again to Rouen, 

Captain Harvey, in the Dragon, and 
three other fiiips, attempted a dcfcent on 
the jfland of Grwuait in ilniienn bay ; but 
finding the ifland better fortified with can- 
non, and fupplied with troops, than he had 
fcafon to exped, he thought proper to defift, 
«fier a fruiclefs attempt to land in the night, 
sn order to t^ke the place by farprixe. Be> 
fore he quitted his defign, he fummoned 
the governor to furrender; and, to add 
weight to his menaces, in cafe of refufal, 
he brought up a convoy of empty vidtualers, 
to appear like tranfports with troops on 
board ; but the governor, though he uas 
deceived, made anfwer, chat he was refolv- 
cd to defend the ifland to the laft extremity. 
*• Upon this anfwer, captnin Harvey order- 
ed up eighteen tranfports, efcorteJ by fome 
frigates, who entered the road next morn- 
ing 4 but the necefTary difpofitions being 
made for a good defence, over-awed the 
Emgli/h, and their fleet foon retired, with- 
vmt making any attack. The five men of 
war, however, remained fome days before 
the fort, and fired a few broadfides, which 
were anfwered by the artillery from the 
fort* Soon after a very hard' gale of wind 
obliged the (hips to get off as fafl as pof- 
£ble. 

Three battalions of EngUlh guards, mak- 
ing in all 3000 men, arrived at Bremen, 
and marched direiSly for the army.

The camp at It'lncbejicr bcjan 
to break up, the five militia regiments 
marched off to their refpcAive counties. 
The 37th of reg\Uars, (lord Effngbami'i) 
remained for embarkatiun, when joined 
by the other troops, wx* the I9tli lord 
Ceorge Besucitrk^tj 21 ft Scotch fuzilcers, 
301 h lord Lwdenif and» 36th lord Alan- 
ntrs*i9 the third battalion of the fir/l rv'gi- 
nent of foot guards, Burgoyne% light dra- 
goons, Crtrwfird'% royal volunteers, and 
two regimenti from Ireland, 

OS* 8. A ihip of 70 guns, called the 
Cn§mmm Crown, having Tvrkiffi ftreamers 
embroidered writhgold, waving down to the 
fea, appeared off Malta. Upon examina- 
tion, it appeared that ihe had failed from 
the DsrdeueOes, under the command of the 
Grand Seignior*t high admiral, with 1050 
men on board ; that (he was defined to 
colled the annual tributes at Smyrna, Sch, 
and Irio: but that the ChriAian (lavey, 
having taken the opportunity, when the ad- 
miral, vk'ith 700 of hit attendants were on 
ihore At Stanci'tQt to raife and niaHacre the 
reft: of the crew, they in^.mtly cut the 
cablet, mnd fjilcd to Afjlra, where they ar- 
rived fafe, and /hared the booty, which 
amounted to 50,000 crowns a man. The 
captain of this fliip was afterwards Wrangled 
at C^rfiantlnepUf and the high admiral dif- 
graced. 

The order of Malta, at an encourage- 
ment to fuch brave fellows, made them 
the fole proprietors of the fhtp and Haves, 
as well as of all the contribution money, 
which latter was faid to amount to a million 
and a half of florins, and other eifc^s on 
board. 

OS* 9. Berlin furrendercd to the jlw 
fiiians and RtiJjIianSy by capitulation. 

The Aujiriani immediately levelled the 
irfenal and magazines with the ground, in 
which were immenfe quantities of ammu- 
nition and warlike ftMres, and demanded 
two or three hundred thi'ufand guilders to 
bp paid to the commanding cfhcers; this 
being paid, mrafures were taken for raif- 
ing the contributions, which amounted to 
1,900,000 crowns, on the payment of which, 
the inhabitants received alfurances, that 
they fliould be allowed the ixtt excrcife of 
their religion. Immediately after the fur- 
render of the city A rung guards were placed 
at the houfes of all the foreign minifters, 
vrhither many of the moft confiderable in- 
habitants retired for fatety of their perfons 
and property.

fide, and ftooping tenderly over her father, 

as thinking he might fpeak to her in a low 

voice, fljc then firft difcovcrcd he was dead j 



this ihock (o fudden, fo unexpeded, andi« 
violent, threw her into agonies. 

Hi& Majefiy, m the fall, received a fmiU 
hurt on hiS temple, and his phyficians uti 
furgeons being flnt for, came indantly to 
his jt^iHance, but without eft«^ Ao at- 
tempt was made to bleed him, but the if. 
fuel of life we dried up. The newt of this 
event, which threw the court into the at- 
moft confteriutton, was carried to the it* 
cretaries of ftate. %Ar. Fm, whofa coach 
was ready at the door to carry hia to hia 
country feat, was orderad iBftantly to^MPf 
where he ac^uaioced hia Majcfty with the 
great event in ^orm, tba KUig having M 
heard it on the road, as he was riding 00c, 
by a meiTenger who bad beesi dif^chad by 
oae of the pagci oi tha prefence^ ha tura* 
ed back, and at Xrw ht received a lettv 
from the princefs AmtHaf loou after which 
Mr. Pitt arrived. 

His Higbne£i -prepared jaimed lately ta 
attend the privy council, that upon tht 
King's dcmife, had got toftfher at fall at 
pofliblc. Hit late Majefty derived bis title 
to thefe kingdoms from Elixshnbt tba only 
fnrviving daughter to Jamn I. who marri- 
ed Fridtrick V. count FsUtim of the Rbm, 
ele^ed king of BtbemiM, but never put ia 
pofleflion of the throne. By this Prince^ 
Mthaahetb had a daughter, wbo was after- 
wards married to Sm^ ^ugt^s, ekaor of 
Branfwick, and duke of H*nwtr, the great 
grandfather to 'the late King. Upon the 
abdication of king Jamn II. his two daugh- 
ters Msry and Annty fucceflively filled the 
Briti/k throne ; but, both dying without 
iflue, the crown devolved to George I. grand- 
fon of ElixMbftb, daughter to Juma I. 
This Prince, when of age, married his firft 
coufin, daughter and heirefs of the duke of 
Zelif by which that dukedom became unit- 
ed to the dominions of Hatuver. This 
lady, whofe name was Stffhia Dorotoe^, is 
faid by a German writer to have been be- 
trothed to Augufiut Frederick^ prince of 
fyclf(fmt'UttU, two years before Hie was pre- 
vailed upon, by motives of family intercity 
to marry tne young prince of Brunfaiek* 
This may in feme fort account for that 
little aBedion th*t afterwards fobfi.'lei be- 
tween thofe great pcrfonages. By this mar- 
riage, hcrwever, he had two children, the 
late King, and a princefs, married to the 
late king of Pruffia^ mother to the prefeet 
illuftrious monarch. Our late King wal 
born in 16S3, and when in his 15th yeir 
was prefented by his grandfather, the princs 
of ZtU^ to king WMham^ who received 

hiJR 
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Ikim «Ith the fondnefs of a parent. On 
Che 4th of April 1706, he wjs «]c£tcd 
knight compaiiiun ot the znoft noble order 
of the Garter ; on the 2d of June fulluwing 
was invelled with the whole habit and en- 
ligni of the order ; and on the 22d of Dc' 
€tmh€r 1710, was inftalled at ff^ituffcr, 
with the dukes of Dtvon/Ure and ArgyU, 
lord H^difMX being his proxy. In Nvutm' 
htr 1706, he was created duke, matquls, 
tarlj and vifcount, by the titJe of duke ai:d 
marquis of Csmhridlge, earl of ATufoiJ-la' 
vwMf viicount of Ntthallartoiif and barun 
of Tetok/hurf^^-lt was obl'erved by fome 
frieods of his higbneds, at that time, that 
it was a defe^ to give him the peerage of 
EniUnd^ and not the precedency oi' all 
ether peers. 

In 1708, he went a volunteer to make 
a campaif;n in tht NetberJamis, underyohn, 
duke of Msrlhorimgb, On the lad otjum 
he arrived at the camp, and on the iith of 
Jvljt the battle of Oudenard was fought, 
in which his electoral highnefs put himfelf 
at the head of a fquadron of HoMcveilan 
dragoons, commanded by lieutenant general 
Bmiewj charged the enimy fwurd in hand, 
with the greateft intrepidity. His hurfe 
was killed under him, and colonel Lufecbij, 
who commanded the fquadron, was flain, 
braveJj fighting by his fide. On the accef- 
fiun Of Gtorve I. to the throne in 17 14, 
(cdert were brought from lUnovcr to the 
regency, to prepare a patent for creating 
tbe elei£toral prince, George jiugufiuiy prince 
of JVaUi. 

Upon opening his Majefty, the right ven- 
tricle of the heart was found bur(l, and the 
frxicardium filled with a great quantity of 
extrarafated and coagulated blood. The 
left ventricle was found empty, and the 
coats of all the veiTcls were wcrn away ex- 
iiemely thin, and every fymptom appeared 
that indicated a univcri'al decay of all the 
vital parts. His Majefly h«d been fre- 
quently uut of orier ot late, and his pulfe 
lb exticmcly low, that the phyficians could 
fcarce perceive any motion in it at all. 
The key of his bureau was found in his 
hand. 

The lords of the Privy Council afTvm- 
Ming ac Car let tn lioufc, gave orders fur 
proclaiming his prefent MRJcfty, who cauf- 
cd all the lords and others of the late 
King*s Privy Council, to be fworn of his 
Kfajofty's I'rivy Council, and w.is pleafed 
to make Che following mull ^'raciuus de- 
<Jaration : 

«' TJic lofs that I and th; nation have 
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fuftained by the death of the King my 
grandfather would have been feverely tele jC 
any time, but coming at fo critical a junc- 
ture, and lb unrxpcttej, it i< by many c:r- 
coniftanccsa'jgmertcd, and the weigh: now 
falling upon me much increafed. 1 reel roj 
o«n iofulnciency to lupport it as 1 wifli^ 
but animated by the tendercil aficction for 
my native country, and depending on the 
advice, experience, and abilities of your 
lordlhips, on the fupport and a/lid aa^.e uf 
every honed man, 1 entrrvkich chearful- 
nefs into this arduous litu^tion, and ihall 
make it the bufinefs of my lire to promote^ 
in every thin/, tiie glory and harpiaefsof 
thcfe kinc'loms, to prefierve and Arengthen 
both the conllitution in church and ftate j 
and, as I mount the throne in the midft of 
an expenlive, but jull and nL-ccflary war, I 
Ihall endeavour to profecute it in the man<- 
ner the ma^ likely to bring on an honcurs« 
ble and lailing peace, in concert wiih mr 
allies." 

Whereupon the lords of the counril made 
it their humble requefi to his Maje(ly, that 
this his MajcHy's ntod gracious declaration 
to their lordHiips might be made public, 
which his Majeiiy was pleafed to order ac- 
cordingly.

killed, 3639 wounded, and 5613 prifonersj 
though they confefled» that the King took 
thirty- feven pieces of cannon, and that 
Torvau and Meijfin immediately fell into 
his handr.

A fimilar iaftance happened there 
at the time of the earthqoake at Lifitmt bat 
never at any other time for tbcfe iivj yean 
paft. 

An unufual agitition of the fea was felt 
at the fame time, many kaguet to the weft- 
ward of cjpe Finifiirre, bj the people ia 
the ihips lately arrived from Lifltm. At 
jtmfterdans the branches naoved about a fiwC 
from the perpendicular, and the vefleb ta 
the harbour were agitated. It was Ml via* 
lently along the cuaft of •S/m», and at Mi- 
drid'il lafted three minotes, and threw dovi 
the furniture in feveral houfes : hot at l^- 
both it lafled five minutes, and was tboopC 
as fevtTc as that in 1755, though no lives 
were loft, and only a few old boafies wcic 
fluttered, and fome new ones cracked.

(lepi near the table; next, in the midiUe 
of the hall } and^ lalUy, jic the bottom of 
the hall.

Oa 
the Queen's entrance into thf hall, yx^ 
wax li^hLs wvre all lighted in lets than 6ar 
minutes. Lord Ligonier, as comnundit^ 
officer of the guard on duty, had a fmaS 
lent fixed 0.1 the left fide or the platform :a 
Old Palate- yard, where he paid his UXoa^ 
to their Maj.ftios, as they pailcd lA (iro-> 
ccflion ; 2S00 of the fnoc gu.^rds were oa. 
d-jLy all the ^ime ; Sir 7c/^a Aff*W«|(«^a 
light horfe patr:)lled ihr ftreets aliday and 
ni^ht, to priv;:nt dilorders, and Sir Rtitrt 
Khh\ dragoons were placed at Cbaiizg^ 
ci;.jiy Sr. y^K/j's fquaie, and in tlie Piirky 
at tlic end of Cttrgc-fiurt^ for the fasM 
piirpoic. The nrw royal ftandard waa 
hoi{l(.d at the Tower, all the ftiips in the 
river difplayed their flags, &c. All the 
Hr^ets were illuminated, and there was an 
entire ftagn&tion of all foits of bufincfs. 
What is very extraordinary, no accident 
happened on the ocrifion, except a xnaa^a 
being rnUc over 1>} one of' the horfes. 

A little before the piocdS on bsf;an, pro* 
ceedcd that of her royjl highr.ef* the pri^r 
cofs dowager of fr'aUsg frooi the liciTc ot 

Lurds^ 
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Lords, acmfs OU PaUce^arJ, on a plat- 
form erefteil for that purpofe^ to the fouth 
crofft of Weftminfter- abbey. She was led 
by the hand by hit royal highncfs prince 
fhlliam Htnry, dreft in white and filler } 
her train, which was of filk, was but ihort, 
and therefore not borne by any perfon ; and 
her hair flowed down her ihouiden in hang- 
ing curls i fhe had no cap^ but only a cir- 
clet of diamonds. 

The reft of the princes and prlncefles, her 
highnefs^s children, followed in the follow- 
ing order : 

His royal highneft prince Henry Frei§» 
rick, alfo in white and filver, banding hit 
lifter the princefs Lokijk Amm, dreft in a 
flip with hanging fleevea* Then 

His royal highnefa prince Frederick 
JfniTiam, likewife in white and fiber, hand- 
ing his youngeft fifter the princefi CMroline 
MatiUa, dreiled alfo in a flip with haaging 
flccvet. 

Both the young princeflei bid their bair 
combed upwards, which was contrived to 
lie flat at the back of their heads in an ele- 
gant tafte. 

The other perfoni who made up the re- 
mainder of this proceflion, were thofe 
who had not a right to walk with their Ma- 
Jefties. 

The proceflion was clofed by the three 
Mabvmetmm ambafladors, then at our court, 
tn the proper drefles of their country, having 
their turbans, of fine muHin, on their heads, 
and long gowas of flowered and laced filk $ 
their fabre fcabbards were crimfon, and in 
each of them were inclofed a dagger and a 
puinyard. They carried no fabres, nor had 
any thing about their necks. 

The great diamond in his Majefty*t crown 
fell out in returning to Weftminfter-hall, 
but was immediately found and rcftored. 

On the day of his Maiefty*s corona- 
tion, the lords juf(ices of Ireland received 
the compliments of the nobility^ &c. who, 
on that occafion, all wore blue and white 
cockades. At night all the public buildings, 
fteeplef, bridges, and private houfes, were 
grandly illuminated, a play was given by 
their excellencies for the entertainment of 
the ladies, and the night concluded with 
the grcateft demunftrations of joy. 

Mr. fTaddinvton, who failed with the 
reverend Mr. Ma/kfiaynr, in JanuMy laft, 
to obferve the tranfit of Venus^ at St. f/r/f- 
titj arrived in the Dca'tis, in the Orfcrd 
JfiJiaman, being difappointed in feeing the 
contad of that planet, by (he badneOi •f the 
weather.

1b-ere iaved, I'ufTcred confidcrably by this 
dreadful conflagration. One man loft his 
life in the rubbi/h, and another was mach 
burnt. When the Duke received the iad 
account, he faid, *< Gud*s will be done $** | 
and the Due heft, " How many befides us 
are fuftVren by the like qaUroity.** Up- 
wards of X 2,000/. of late has yearly been 
paid in wairs to workmen vho were con- 
ftantly employed about the houfe.

Their Majefties in their (late coach, 
preceded by the earl ofHarcourt in his cha» 
riot, and the dukes of RuthnH and Devon' 
fnrt in another chariot, the grenadier 
guards and the yeomen of the guards, and 
followed by a corps of the horfe guards, 
pafled on to St. ftmW Chur^-Yariy at the 
eaft end of which a fpeech was addrefled, 
with all humility, to the King's moft ex- 
cellent Majefty, by the fenior fcholar of the 
Orammar fcheol in ChrlJTt-HMtttK 

As foon as he had finiflied, the boys in a 
grand chorus chanted, G^d f«ve theKingf 
Amau After which, the feninr fcholar 
delivered two copies of the fpeech to the 
King and Q^ieen, who received them moft 
graciouily. 

From thence they went to the houfe of 
Mr. Barehy^ oppofite to Sew church, 
which, on this occafion, was decorated ia 
a very fumptuous manner; the rooms, 
balcony, tf r. being hung writh crimfon da- 
mafic $ and from this hoofo they faw the 
proceffion of the Lord Mayor, ^c, 

A great number of grand equipages, be* 
longing to the nobility and gentry, the 
judges, foreign ambafladon, ladies, ^<» 
mingled in the proceflion of the royal fa- 
mily, by which means it was made ezten- 
five and brilliant. 

At the dofe of the procefliion, earl TVss- 
fkf and the right honourable H^tOwmPitrp 
eiq. coming in one chariot, were honoured 
with the moft hearty acclamations of people 
of all ranks. 
The fiiow on the waterwas very brilliant. 
The Lord Mayor, aldermen, ^r. rtturn«« 
ed in the order they went. 

The ftate-coach waa drawn by fix bean- 
tiful iron-grey horfes, richly caparifoned, 
and adorned with ribbons, and all the com- 
panies made a very grand appearance. 

The armourers and braziers, the fldnners, 
and the fishmongers companies particularly 
diftinguifiied themfelves on this occafion. 
The former were marked by an archer rid- 
ing err A in his car, having his bow in hit 
left hand, and his quiver and arrows hang- 
ing behind his left flioulder, and a man ia 
compicat armour. The fitianen were 6it» 
tinguiflied by feven of their company being 
drefTed in fur, having their fkins painted ia 
the form of JwdiaM princes. The AAmoa« 
gers pageant confifted of a llatue of St. 
i>tfrr finely ^t^ adolphio, twoatrmaidsy 
B b h a 11^4 
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and two fea-horfei, which had a Tcry pleaT- 
ing ett'eA. But (be difn{:recable circum* 
fiances of fevcral livery companies waiting 
upwaHs of tWM nuurs in TimtU'/aiu, be- 
fcre the King, s::'c. could get by, made it 
alxnoft dark belore the Lc»rd Mayor could 
pais the King in Cbtapjide, 

The procclfion being ended» the royal 
family were coiidudted by the fl&criftt to 
Guildhall, at the entrance of which they 
were received by the Lord Mayor, who 
kneeling prefented the city fword to the 
Kjog, which bein^ returned, it waa carried 
b«fore hif Majelly by his Lord (hip to the 
council-chamber, where the conplimenti 
ofi the city were made, and where his Ma- 
jefty conferred the honour of knighthood 
on Ne.'ianitl ^ajb aod Jain Cartwrigtt,. 
cfqn. tiii: two iheri/Fs, and on ThaifiMs rln- 
iljtr, cfq. brodier to the Lord Mayor. Fronk 
thence, in like manner, the royal family 
proceeded to the hi:{ling9, whtre a muft 
magnificent and fumptucus entertainmsnt 
Wjif provided. Iheir Majeflies were at- 
te/idew, as they paflcd from St. J^tmat to 
the city, with the loudeft acclamationi ui 
joy. bcati'uldingf were built at many of 
the hnufes in the cirv, and the concourfe 
ot pec pie who V ere aflVmbled was almofl 
incredible. Four regiments of the Londm 
militii lined the Hrrets from Ttmf/e-har to 
LuJgatei and were of fingular fer\-ice in pre- 
venting the gieatef^ multitude that perhaps 
was eve; ii(.l:cld, fn m incommoding the 
vcalk of the liverymen in the return of the 
Lord Mjy"r*s prc'CcfHon j but from St. 
ffiul't to Guildhall,, where the militia hap- 
pened n^t to br fhtinner., the people broke 
in among the liverymen, .md rendered their 
walking extremely tronhlefome. 

The great hall and adjoining apartments, 
were decorated and furni/hed with as much 
tade and magnificence as the fhortnefs of 
the time fi r preparation, and the nature of 
temporsry fer\icr, would permit. The 
huftings, where their Majeilies dined, and 
the new council chamber, to which they 
retired both Lefore and after dinner, being 
fpread with Turkey carpets, and the reft of 
the floors over wF.ich their Maieflies were 
to pafe, with blue cloth, and the whole il- 
luminatcil with near 3000 wax tapers, in 
chandeliers, luftrcs, girandoles, and fcon- 
cet. A fele^ band of mufick, confifling of 
fifty of the beft hands» placed in a fuperb 
gallery ereAed on purpoTe, at the lower 
end of the hill, entertained their Majeflies 
with a concert during the time of dinner, 
nadtr the dicc^oa. of a gentleman juftly 



celebrated for hi* great mufical talenti^ 

whilft fuur other gnlleries (air covered with 
crimfon, and ornamented with white fcf- 
tuons) exhibitci to their Majefties a moft 
brilliant appearance of 500 of the principal 
citisena of both I'eies. 

The royal larailv being conduced to the 
upper end of the hall, called the huftiogi| 
a table was provided for them, let oft with 
a variety of emblematic ornaments bcyojid 
(!-.'fcripiion elegant, and a fuperb canopy 
was placed over their Majefties heads at the 
upper end of it. It was alm«jft nine before 
the dinner (or rather fnppcrl was ferved up 
to the royal family, who all fat at the fame 
tabloi and no other perlbn with them. The 
ladies in waiting upon the Qgeen had claui- 
ed. a kind of right by cuflom to dine at thi 
fame table with her Majcfty, but this was 
over-ruled^ and they dined t,L my Ladjf 
Mayorefs*s tablet, wjtich were no Icfs thaa 
three in number, and ferred in the moft ele- 
gant manneri in the ap^rtmont called the 
KingVbench. Oth^r lidlcs of diftindiofl| 
not accommodated there, liad an entertain- 
ment at the town-derk'a. houfe. The 
Lord Mayor, aldermen, and. their ladiciy 
hid a tabic fpread for them in the (ever . 
huilings. A table >or the privy-oounfeUon, 
miniilers of ftate, and others cf the nobility* 
was on the right hand» u yoo afcend thi 
upper huftingf : another for the fonip 
miniilers on the left. On each of thdlc 
two laft mentioned tables was placed at the 
upper end half a fide of coldxoaft beef, in 
one of which appeared to be fluck a fjag v-nb 
the royal arms, and in the other a flag with 
thole of the ci'.y. The common-cooncil 
had alfo tables allotted to them in the body 
of the hall: the judges, fcrjcants, &r. din- 
ed in the old council-chamber. The at« 
tendants upon all the company were plen- 
tifully regaled in the court of Common* 
pleas. 

The feven aldermen of the committeri 
who had the dire^ion of ir, fet on the 
difhes, and attmded the royal table. }^J 
Lord Mayor flood behind the Ring (asve 
may fay) in quality of chief butler, while 
the Lady Mayorefs waited on her Msjefty 
in the fame capacity, but were^ fooo after 
the rnyal fami.y were feated, defired by 
their Majefties to go to dinner.

So in our prefent gold coin the ftandard is 
twenty. two caradls of fine gold, and two 
cara£ls of other metal, as ftandard filver, 
or equal parts of filver and copper, or all 
parts rofe copper j thefe two carats are 
called allay. The firft guineas, vix, thofe 
ofChsrleM II. and Jamet II. were generally 
allayed with ftandard filver, but thnfe of 
William IIL and fince, are allayed with 
filver and copper. Hence the difterent co- 
loars of gold. 

Moft authors have .been of opinion, that 
there was no gold coined in England befdre 
A. D. 1345, the i8ch Edward llUy I. but 
this has of late been controverted. 

It is proper toobfcrve here, that in 1671, 
the 22d of Cbarlet II. the pound, or twelve 
ounces of ftandard gold, i/ix:. (eleven ounCes 
fin^ gold, and one ounce allay) was coined 
into forty-four pieces and a hilf, each 
weighing five penny-weights 9438 grains, 
which were called guineas (becaule the gold 
of which they were coined was brought 
from the Guinea coaft in Africa) and 
their current value was fixed at the fame 
time at 20f. each; and about 1690, the 
id WtWiam III. the fame pieces were raif> 
cd by proclamation to 215. td. each, 
at which value they continued (except in 
the inftancea mentiuned in the next para- 



graph) till 1717, the 3dCeor|r«I. wfie« 
they were, by another proclamation, re- 
duced to 2 IS. each, which is their prefent 
current value; their ftandard and weight 
have always been and ftill continue the 
fame* 

In 1695 the EngVxjh filver money was f<» 
much reduced by clipping, ^c, that a 
guinea was worth or went for 301. of this 
clipped filver (or rather 30X. ftlnJc by clip- 
ping to a guinea, 21 x. 6^.*)} but in a 
few months an a^ of Parliament reduced 
them to aSx. and foon after to 261. and in 
a few weeks after to 221. and when the new 
coined filver began to circulate (which thejr 
did the fame year,) they prefently funk to 
their former value of 2 is. and 6i/. each : 
but as thefe variations were of fo fliort 
continuance, I do not infert them in the 
Uble. 

During the debates in Parliament con- 
cerning the propofed re-coinage of the filver 
money, the Second Table being the compu- 
tatinn of the value of filver money coined 
in the reigns of queen Blmahetb, king 
James I. and king Charles I. waS' publiihed 
in an e/Tay for the amendment of the filver 
coins, London^ printed in 1695.'

fequently, if there were four millions of 
dipped money to be rc-coiaed* it wooii 
make but about two milltons* fo that there 
would be a lofs of about that fum* The 
real lofs proved to be 2*200,000/.
